For ten years he acted on the Board of Shaarey Zedek 
Synagogue and was Secretary of the Building Committee for the planning 
and construction of the present Synagogue. In University he was active 
in debating and in the dramatic society. He is a member of the Monte- 
fiore Club. 

He married Sadie Ludwick of Winnipeg in November 1936. He has 
three children, one son and two daughters, and two grandchildren. 

He entered Freemasonry in November 1933 when he was initiated in 
Mount Sinai- Lodge No. 143, Winnipeg, and was Master of his Lodge in 
1950. He is also a member of Connaught Chapter No. 9, R.A.M. 

He was elected a member of the. Grand Lodge Board of General 
Purposes in 1961, and Junior Grand Warden in 1966. 

Outside of his business, our Grand Master’s greatest interests have 
been his home and his Freemasonry. He is an enthusiastic bridge player 
and in this he finds relaxation. To his Office of Grand Master, he brings 
a cheerful and sincere friendliness, a deep interest in his fellow men, and 
a dedication to the ideals and purposes of Freemasonry.

OFFICIAL OPENING 
MASONIC MEMORIAL TEMPLE 
420 Corydon Avenue, Winnipeg, Manitoba 


June 2nd, 1970, saw the official opening of the Masonic 
Memorial Temple, 420 Corydon Avenue, Winnipeg, by the 
Grand Master, M.W. Bro. Joseph M. Lyons. 

The Opening Ceremony was held the day preceding the 
95th Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of Mani¬ 
toba, in the main dining room of the Temple, and in the 
presence of some six hundred Masons and their ladies. 

Many distinguished Masons and representatives of vari¬ 
ous bodies were present, including W. Bro., the Hon. Russell 
Paulley representing the Provincial Government of Mani¬ 
toba; Bro. J. E. Willis, Chairman, Metropolitan Corporation 
of Greater Winnipeg; Bro.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON INVESTMENTS 


To the Most Worshipful the Grand Master, Officers and Members, 

Grand Lodge cf Manitoba, A.F. & A.M. 

Your Board of General Purposes through its Committee on Invest¬ 
ments submits the following report. 

By a series of resolutions which were approved at the annual com¬ 
munication of Grand Lodge in June 1968, this committee was authorized 
to invest funds not exceeding $300,000 of the Benevolent Endowment 
Fund upon the security of a first mortgage on the Memorial Temple 
property. Pursuant to this authorization a total of $280,000 has been 
advanced to Masonic Memorial Temple Limited under the mortgage. 

To obtain the funds for the mortgage loan and at the same time 
minimize the discount on the securities to be sold, it was considered advis¬ 
able, because of rising interest rates and the resulting depressed condition 
of the bond market, to make several exchanges of investment securities 
between the various funds. These exchanges are summarized below: 

Securities of the Benevolent Endowment Fund having an aggregate 
par value of $106,600 were exchanged at market values for securities of: 


Beneficiary Fund.$ 90,500 

Masonic Disaster Relief Fund.. 16,100 

$106,600 


and 

Securities of the Masonic Disaster Relief Fund having a par value of 
$10,000 were exchanged at market value for securities of the Beneficiary 
Fund. 

After effecting the aforementioned exchanges, securities of the Benevo¬ 
lent Endowment Fund having an aggregate par value of $311,400 were 
sold at intervals. A schedule of the securities sold is appended hereto. 
Proceeds from sales in excess of immediate requirements were invested in 
a bank deposit receipt bearing interest at 7%. 

The discount resulting from the sale of securities amounted to $36,462 
in contrast to the anticipated discount of some $60,000 apparent at 
March 31, 1969. Of this amount $2,461 was charged to the Masonic 
Disaster Relief Fund, and $34,001 was charged to the Beneficiary Fund 
in accordance with the established procedure that all income and profits 
or losses on the sale of securities of the Benevolent Endowment Fund are 
for the account of the Beneficiary Fund. 

The Committee recommends that the transfer of the shares of the 
capital stock of Masonic Memorial Temple Limited to Grand Lodge be 
deferred until the Board formulates plans for the effectual ownership and 
operation of the Memorial Temple. 

The Board authorized the Committee to accept accounts receivable 
from the General Account totalling $1,920 as acknowledgement of indebted¬ 
ness for the discount on General Account securities, of a par value of $6,000, 
transferred at market values to other Funds. 
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The loan to Morden Lodge which has been approved by the Board 
will be disbursed as soon as the mortgage has been drawn and registered. 

The Committee records its sincere appreciation of the valuable assist¬ 
ance of M.W. Bro. T. C. Jackson, Grand Secretary, throughout the past 
year.

This report was presented by the Chairman, R.W. Bro. 
W. L. Milne (4), who moved that it be received and adopted, 
seconded by R.W. Bro. J. P. Mowat (139). 

There was considerable discussion with regard to one 
paragraph of the report dealing with the sum of $1920.00 
a debit to the General Fund of Grand Lodge. The objection 
to this debit came from the chairman of the Committee on 
Finance, M.W. Bro. D. Rothstein (141). “The only time 
brethren that you hear from me is when a subject deals with 
money, and I have the same problem today. Before I say 
anything brethren, I want it understood that anything I say 
has nothing to do with the Masonic Memorial Temple, the 
erection of the building nor the hardworking people who 
brought it to a completion—all this was outstanding, however, 
it is my understanding that when bonds and securities were 
sold from the Benevolent Endowment Fund, it was to be at 
par. I could be wrong, and if I am, the $280,000 which will 
be owing to us is really $311,400 that belongs to this Fund. 
I dont object to that as much as I do to the suggestion that 
$1,920 be charged to Accounts Receivable of the General 
Fund. In my opinion we have lost a considerable amount 
of money already. You have approved it so I am not going 
to discuss that, but if you accept this report, it means that 
the $1,920 will be added to the cost of your Budget and it 
will have to be paid by you by either taking it out of another 
fund or increasing the per capita.” R.W. Bro. Milne (4) 
replied “That the proceedings of the Annual Communication 
in 1968 recorded that “moneys” were to be advanced to the 
Masonic Memorial Temple Association, not “securities”, 
so it became our responsibility to liquidate securities to 
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provide the funds and advance moneys, so the account stands 
on the basis of the dollars advanced under the mortgage 
rather than the securities which were sold. With regard to 
the matter of the General Account, it is a principle that is 
involved; and was the subject of a heated discussion with our 
Auditors which was then brought up at a meeting of the 
Board of General Purposes, which body approved the treat¬ 
ment of this sum of $1,920 as recorded in the accounts and 
which is shown as an amount receivable by the several trust 
funds from the General Account with the understanding 
that the matter will be disposed of before the termination 
of this calendar year”. M.W. Bro. Rothstein again requested 
that this paragraph be deleted from the report, but R. W. Bro. 
Milne responded “That my report was based on facts, the 
report had been approved by the Board of General Purposes, 
which is a fact, and cannot be changed at this point, at least, 
not by myself and that if further consideration must be given 
to it, there will be ample opportunity in the months that lie 
ahead”. To substantiate the report he stated “That the 
General Fund, had set up a furniture account and had 
accumulated moneys in the form of Government of Canada 
bonds in the amount of $6,000. When you buy something, 
you have to pay for it, and in order to pay for it, it means the 
sale of securities which had been purchased for the purpose 
of holding these moneys. But as anyone knows, you do not 
get dollar for dollar on Government of Canada bonds these 
days and the bonds were at a discount of $1,920 and there 
was something over $4,100 to be realizied if the bonds were 
sold on the open market at that time. The Committee on 
Finance felt that it was perhaps better to defer the loss, not 
market the securities and transfer them to the Trust Fund 
rather than market them. But this constitutes a sale to the 
Funds rather than to the market and that is basically what 
is involved in this matter. I trust this will clear the matter up 
for those who did not understand the transaction.” 

R.W. Bro. R. L. Jex (25) stated that as he was a member 
of both committees—i.e. Finance and Investments—he could 
not see that this particular paragraph could be deleted at 
this time. M.W. Bro. B. Stuart Parker (4) stated he had 
“Nothing to say on this particular matter but wished to 
dispel from the minds of the brethren that this sum $1,920 
and the approval of the report of the Committee on Invest¬ 
ments would have any bearing on an increase in the per 
capita, this is an entirely separate matter and does not spring 
from the report of the Committee on Investments at all. 
As for the report, I do not think we have much choice but to 
approve the report as submitted”. 
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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
THE CONDITION OF FREEMASONRY 

The Most Worshipful Grand Master, Officers and Members, 

Grand Lodge of Manitoba, A.F. & A.M. 

Most Worshipful Grand Master and Brethren: 

The Committee on the Condition of Freemasonry wishes to" submit 
the following report which consists of three parts: 

1. Matters referred by the Board of General Purposesfto the^Com- 
mittee for study and the recommendations whichjresulted?there- 
from. 

2. Recommendations of the District Deputy Grand Masters and 
Worshipful Masters. 

3. Comments and recommendations by the Committee on the Con¬ 
dition of Freemasonry. 

Fort Garry No. 130 requested that all Lodges in this Grand Juris¬ 
diction be given an opportunity to state whether or not they are in favor 
of suspension after one year for non-payment of dues. 

All constituent Lodges in the Grand Jurisdiction were asked for an 
opinion. Replies were quite slow coming in but when thejmost of the 
Lodges had replied, a majority favored the change. Accordingly, your 
committee recommended to the Board of General Purposes at the January 
meeting that the matter be brought before Grand Lodge at the Annual 
Communication. 

The Board accepted the report and referred the matter to the Com¬ 
mittee on Constitution and Revision. Fort Garry Lodge was duly notified. 

Your committee on the Condition of Freemasonry received a suggestion 
that plans be formulated, endeavoring to make contact with Brother 
Masons who have moved from the area of their own Lodge to other points 
in Manitoba, in an effort to encourage the members to attend Lodge where 
they have moved. 

A special committee was formed which recommended that a form be 
prepared and sent from the Grand Secretary’s office to the Secretaries of 
all constituent Lodges, asking them to co-operate by sending the names 
and addresses of all brethren who have moved, and a Lodge in the area of 
their new location would be notified and asked to contact them, inviting 
them to attend Lodge. 

A large number of replies have been received and it is hoped the plan 
will have the desired effect. 

The second part of the report will deal with the reports of the District 
Deputy Grand Masters and the Worshipful Masters. Time and space do 
not permit your committee to mention all the recommendations but it is 
hoped a suitable cross-section will be recorded herein. 

Lack of attendance at Lodge meetings continues to be a problem. This 
seems to be more noticeable percentagewise in the larger Lodges. Newer 
Lodges appear to have a better record than those which are older. 

All too frequently we know of brethren who very seldom, if ever, 
come out to Lodge after receiving the three degrees. Many of them join 
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Concordant bodies as soon as the Constitution permits and are never 
seen again in a Master Mason’s Lodge. It has been suggested by a 
Worshipful Master that we raise the minimum waiting period as stated in 
the Constitution, from the present one year to five years. 

Joint church services between Freemasons and Knights of Columbus 
are becoming more prevalent. 

Curling, golf, boat cruises and Ladies’ Nights seem to be the favorites 
socially. 

Many Lodges are delegating degree work to Master Masons. Some 
have each officer responsible for bringing out a brother who is not regular 
in attendance or a visitor. Others hold junior officers responsible for 
welcoming visitors. 

The reports of some District Deputy Grand Masters indicate a high 
degree of absenteeism among junior officers. In many cases, the reason 
given appears to be quite weak. 

It has been suggested and I quote from a report, “That ways and means 
be developed to increase our membership by removing the cloud of mysteri¬ 
ous feelings from the eyes of fellow men who may be interested in joining 
our Order, without divulging our secrets or asking them to join”. 

The Annual Northern Night was hosted this year by Fort Prince of 
Wales Lodge No. 161, at Churchill. Brother Gordon Beard, M.L.A., 
spoke in the Lodge Room and Mr. Stuart M. Hodgson, Commissioner for 
the Northwest Territories, addressed the brethren following the dinner. 
Due to a previous commitment by both the Grand Master and the Deputy 
Grand Master, Grand Lodge was represented by our Senior Grand Warden, 
R.W. Bro. James L. G. Hay, who reports a successful event. 

Your chairman had the privilege of attending the Annual Ladies’ 
Night at Lynn Lake which was very enjoyable. The attendance was 
good and the hospitality accorded me was superb. 

The annual workshop was held again at Brandon to assist the newly 
installed District Deputy Grand Masters to become familiar with their 
duties. District Meetings were held in all districts in the Grand Juris¬ 
diction. The Grand Master, Grand Secretary and a good representation 
of other Grand Lodge Officers attended all the meetings which serve a 
very useful purpose in Freemasonry. 

The careful planning of each District Meeting by the District Deputy 
Grand Master is hereby recognized and is reflected in the programme of 
each meeting. 

It has been suggested that greater continuity be developed between 
the District Deputy Grand Masters and their successors. It is felt a good 
deal of progress is lost by lack of communication between the two. 

Mount Sinai Lodge No. 143 appointed a committee, chaired by R.W. 
Bro. E. M. Finkleman, to study the problems of lack of attendance and 
interest at Lodge meetings and to make recommendations. The Chairman 
and his committee have put a good deal of study into the preparation of 
their report and the' Board recommends it to each constituent Lodge for 
perusal. R.W. Bro. Finkleman and his committee are to be commended 
for their efforts. 
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Your Committee on the Condition of Freemasonry makes the following 
comments and recommendations: 

1. District Deputy Grand Masters are urged to complete their Official 
Visits, if possible, not too late in the term so the committees will 
have more time to study their reports. 

2. Greater emphasis be placed on DeMolay as it seems obvious we 
must look to this younger group to stem the tide of steadily 
diminishing membership in our Order. 

3. Constituent Lodges should exercise greater care to protect Historical 
Records and Documents against fire. 

4. That District Deputy Grand Masters urge Lodges to keep His¬ 
torical Records up to date as these grow more valuable with the 
passing of time. 

5. It is the feeling of some brethren that the 3.00 p.m. closing of 
Registration on the last day of Grand Lodge, could and should be 
extended to 8.00 p.m., to allow members of Grand Lodge who are 
unable to be present before the closing session, to record their 
presence. It is agreed that the deadline for balloting cannot be 
changed but it is the feeling in some Lodges, perhaps an interim 
report on registration could be made at 3.00 p.m. and a final 
report given later, even if it is not announced at the closing session. 
It would, of course, be included in the Proceedings. 

I wish to report on behalf of the Committee, our warm appreciation 
to the Grand Secretary, M.W. Bro. Thos. C. Jackson and his staff for 
their assistance and wholehearted co-operation during the year. Also to 
the Grand Librarian, M.W. Bro. H. B. Donnelly, I would like to extend 
our grateful thanks for advice and assistance rendered. 

The District Deputy Grand Masters, having performed their duties 
in a very capable manner are to be commended for their efforts. It is 
recommended that the rank of Past District Deputy Grand Master be 
conferred on the following:

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
MASONIC RESEARCH AND EDUCATION 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Master, Officers and Members, 

Grand Lodge of Manitoba, A.F. & A.M. 

Most Worshipful Grand Master and Brethren: 

On behalf of the Committee on Masonic Research and Education I 
submit the following report. 

Officers and members of our Grand Lodge attended the Twenty-ninth 
Annual Inter-Provincial Conference of the four Western Masonic Jurisdic¬ 
tions, held at Banff, Alberta, on September 4th, 5th and 6th, 1969. The 
subject under study at this conference was the Master Mason Degree. 
Many excellent papers were presented including one given by our Deputy 
Grand Master, R.W. Bro. J. L. Rankin. The discussion on one of the 
other papers was led by M.W. Bro. J. M. Lyons, our Grand Master. The 
conference was recorded on tape in its entirety and has been published in a 
booklet of “Proceedings”. The papers and discussions cover a wealth of 
Masonic History and could be used very effectively by Lodges and study 
groups. Such use is highly recommended. 

The J. R. C. Evans Memorial Lecture was presented by M.W. Bro. H. 
S. Perdue, who selected as his subject “Brotherhood”. The address was 
given twice in Metropolitan Winnipeg and on six occasions in the rural 
areas. The Committee wishes to gratefully acknowledge the kindness of 
M.W. Bro. Perdue in preparing and delivering the address, and on behalf of 
the brethren of this Grand Jurisdiction, express sincere thanks to him. 
The address will be recorded on tape and will be available for use by Lodges 
and study groups, through the Grand Lodge Library. For the year 1970- 
71, W. Bro. J. Morosnick (167) has been selected to prepare and deliver the 
Lecture and we are happy to report he has kindly consented to do so. 

Area meetings were held at Souris and at Manitou, in April 1970. At 
the Souris meeting 156 brethren attended and at Manitou the attendance 
was 113. 

At these meetings a new format was introduced which involved the 
exemplifying of selected parts of our ritual degrees. After comments were 
made as to the Masonic meaning of the particular part, brethren were given 
the opportunity of expressing their own views as to the meaning of the 
work exemplified. Remarks made by the brethren at the conclusion of the 
meetings indicated the experiment had been an interesting success. 

Our Committee wish to express thanks to the Masters, Officers and 
members of Glenwood Lodge No. 27 of Souris, and of Manitou Lodge No. 
30 of Manitou, for acting as hosts at the Area Meetings and for the very fine 
arrangements made. 

“Freemasonry in Manitoba” was again distributed to the brethren in 
Manitoba. The Committee is indebted to our Grand Master, M.W. Bro. 
J. M. Lyons for his very timely messages written by him for the periodical 
and for the addresses delivered by him at the District and Area Meetings. 
In addition, we wish to express appreciation to M.W. Bro. H. B. Donnelly 
for his splendid work in producing this informative and interesting Masonic 
paper; for his organizing the Area Meetings and for the assistance rendered 
by him to brethren and Lodges in his capacity as Grand Librarian. The 
report of the Grand Librarian is appended to this report. 
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To M.W. Bro. T. C. Jackson, the Grand Secretary, Miss Margaret 
Anderson and Mrs. M. Axon, our sincere thanks for their ever willing 
help and assistance. 

At a meeting of our Committee held today it was moved, seconded and 
carried that: 

“We recommend to Grand Lodge, through the Board of General 
Purposes, the holding of a Centennial Celebration in 1975 to mark the 
100th Anniversary of the formation of the Grand Lodge of Manitoba, 
A.F. and A.M., and that a committee be appointed to prepare for such 
an event.” 

Two members of the Committee on Research and Education will, 
during the Grand Lodge Communication on June 3rd and 4th 1970, be 
prepared to make such a motion to the Grand Lodge.

REPORT OF THE GRAND LIBRARIAN 

R.W. Bro. J. L. G. Hay, Chairman, Committee on Masonic Research and 

Education, Grand Lodge of Manitoba, A.F. & A.M. 

Dear Sir and R.W. Brother: 

I have the honor to present my Report as Grand Librarian of the 
Grand Lodge of Manitoba for the Masonic year ending March 31, 1970. 

The work of the Library, as in other departments of the Grand Lodge, 
was somewhat disrupted by the move into our New Temple. For some 
time the books and other material in the Library were not available to the 
brethren. However, the books and resource material have now been 
arranged on the shelves, and brethren are again making use of them. We 
are happy to have attractive and convenient surroundings, including a 
section where brethren can do reading and research work in quiet comfort. 

Because of the interruption in our work the demand for books and 
other material has been less than usual. A total of 173 items have been 
borrowed, including books, research Proceedings and Papers. Much time 
has also been given to brethren who call at the Library for information or 
who are seeking help in preparing talks or papers. Assistance has been 
provided to brethren and Lodges in the preparation of special programmes. 
At the direction of our Committee the Programmes for the Area meetings 
were drawn up. 

There has been a fairly steady demand for our tape recordings. Thirty- 
one of these have been borrowed by our Lodges. Our J. R. C. Evans 
Memorial Lecturer, M.W. Brother H. S. Perdue, has been most generous 
of his time in filling requests for the delivery of his Lecture, entitled “Broth¬ 
erhood.” For this purpose he has visited eight Lodges, and in each case 
several other Lodges were invited to be present. 

As Editor of “Masonry in Manitoba” the copy for each issue has been 
prepared regularly. An effort has been made to provide news of significant 
Lodge events, and to present articles on various aspects of Freemasonry. 
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The following books have been added to the Library. “Freemasons’ 
Guide and Compendium” and “Morals and Dogma” were donated by Mrs. 
F. H. Blythe from the library of the late M.W. Brother F. H. Blythe. 
There have been purchased copies of “The New English Bible”, the Old 
Testament and the New Testament, and “The Early Masonic Catechisms” 
by Knoop, Jones, and Hamer. In addition to these, through the generosity 
of Mrs. S. E. Greenberg, the valuable Masonic Library of the late W. Bro. 
S. E. Greenberg has been donated to the Library. This consists of one 
hundred books, besides a good number of magazines, pamphlets and other 
material, much of it concerning the Royal Arch. We are most grateful to 
Mrs. Greenberg for her thoughtfulness. These books have been placed in a 
separate section and will be known as “The S. E. Greenberg Memorial 
Library.” 

I am grateful for the goodwill and friendliness of so many of the 
brethren who call at the Library or whom I have met in various parts of our 
Jurisdiction. I extend my thanks to you, R.W. Brother Hay, for your 
support and encouragement, and also to the Grand Secretary and his staff 
for their unfailing courtesy and helpfulness.

reports be submitted by the Centenary Committee at the 
intervening Annual Communications of Grand Lodge. The 
final submission to be ready not later than the Communica¬ 
tion to be held in 1974.”

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
FRATERNAL REVIEWS 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Master, Officers and Members, 

Grand Lodge of Manitoba, A.F. &A.M. 

Most Worshipful Grand Master and Brethren: 

The Board of General Purposes through its Committee on Fraternal 
Reviews begs to submit the following report based on reviews of five Grand 
Jurisdictions in Canada, 29 in the United States and 6 in Australia, one in 
the United Kingdom along with India, Japan, France, West Germany and 
Venezuela for a total of 46. 

This report is only made possible by the utmost co-operation of 
members of this Committee along with reviewers who are representatives of 
other Grand Jurisdictions with whom we are in fraternal relations, as well 
as several other dedicated brethren who have rendered valuable assistance. 
Our sincere and grateful thanks to all. 

The report continues along the lines of the new format which was 
instituted last year, on the suggestion of our Committee on Condition of 
Freemasonry. 

We have once more investigated the attendance records as shown in 
the proceedings of all Grand Jurisdictions indicated above. We have also 
examined the report of membership statistics for Canada and the United 
States as recorded in the Masonic Relief Association Bulletin. It is found 
that of the 58 Grand Jurisdictions—i.e. 49 in the United States and 9 in 
Canada, reporting, and eliminating dual membership where known some 50 
Grand Jurisdictions experienced a loss in membership as compared with 48 
last year. Two indicated no change or relatively slight gains while six 
Grand Jurisdictions in the United States did record reasonable growth. All 
9 Grand Jurisdictions in Canada recorded losses, 7 of which relatively 
speaking could be considered substantial. Again regardless of the geogra¬ 
phical, climatic and/or economic conditions prevailing and which play such 
an important role in determining trends, it is still found that in densely 
populated areas in Canada and the United States where Lodge member¬ 
ships are often quite large, and I mean in the severals of hundreds, member¬ 
ship as well as regular attendance are both generally declining steadily. 
Indeed, during the past five year period a number of Lodges have disap¬ 
peared with regularity each year, some through amalgamation which was 
the only course available to the remaining members and some were found to 
relinquish their Charters. Actually the total number of Lodges during this 
time has declined from 15,839 in 1965 to 15,753 in 1969 in the United States 
along with a corresponding decrease in memberships of 27,324 in 1965 to 
42,259 in 1969. 

Further examinations of available records indicates there are now 
170,740 less Masons in the United States and Canada than some five years 
ago, representing an over-all decline of approximately 4.3%. The severe 
percentage decrease in Lodge membership are in the highly urbanized areas, 
while slight decreases or very light increases are centered in less densely 
populated regions. This confirms a continuing trend which was readily 
apparent during last year’s review and which I might add is reflected in our 
own Grand Jurisdiction and indeed in all our sister Grand Jurisdictions in 
Canada. 
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The second major trend noted last year, and which we have continued 
to examine, with, I might say, great satisfaction, referred to the definite 
desire for greater unity within Craft Lodges and the expressed hope and 
indeed action for much closer co-operation with concordant and auxiliary 
bodies. It has become very evident in perusing the 1969 proceedings of 
the various Grand Jurisdictions that almost 100% are giving more and 
more thought as to ways and means to accomplish this end. Special 
committees have been established in many Grand Lodges, also District, 
area and private Lodges. There is now no question but that a realization 
of the many benefits to be derived from unity and co-operation has initiated 
decisive action and brethren, it is showing excellent results. I need only 
refer to the close co-operation within our own Grand Lodge and particularly 
with youth movements as well as all those organizations similarly motivated 
as our own. 

The third trend was also quite obvious in all the reports perused— 
continued and increased support for many programmes rendering various 
types of assistance to Masons and their dependents was recounted with 
pride. The construction of new and improved facilities covering various 
types of new homes for senior citizens; new construction and continued 
maintenance housing the aged and infirm; group housing for dependents, 
widows and orphans—all seemed to be in the ascendency. One Grand 
Jurisdiction, and by the way, not a large one, reported expenditures of well 
over one million dollars in maintenance alone for a Masonic and Eastern 
Star Home, with costs actually averaging $3,000.00 per annum for guests 
capable of movement and $7,300.00 per annum for guests in the infirmary. 
Another Grand Lodge approximately three times larger than the previous 
example reported necessary expenditure of approximately two and a 
quarter million dollars in 1969, a per capita tax of $8.96 annually. This 
incidentally was an increase of over $600,000.00 in operating costs, neces¬ 
sitating a $4.96 increase in members’ dues, and according to the records 
there were practically no dissenters to the proposal. 

The fourth trend noted last year—i.e. the increased use of Masonic 
workshops including area meetings for enlightment of the Craft in general, 
as opposed to District Meetings still forms an integral part of the operations 
of many, but not. all Grand Jurisdictions. Where this type of instruction is 
in general use and particularly in Canadian Grand Lodges, the emphasis is 
on the placing of suitable information in the hands of the Masters for use 
and development within their own Lodges, by means of example rather than 
the written word. I need only refer to the success of our two area meetings 
this year. What appeared to be a trend last year in this direction, to this 
Committee at least, now seems to be the accepted method of operation in 
those Grand Jurisdictions which have adopted the principle of disseminat¬ 
ing information through workshops and area activity. 

The fifth trend noted last year was the increasing extent to which 
Masons throughout the world have projected themselves and indirectly, the 
beliefs of the Craft into community activity in the area in which they live 
and serve. Again it is noted the great number of corner stones which have 
been laid by our Masonic brethren, not only for private and Grand Lodge 
activity, but also for welfare, health and educational institutions. Indeed, 
Overseas Grand Jurisdictions appear to be entering into this phase of 
Masonic activity to a much greater extent than before. 

Again a very definite plea that every Mason utilize the opportunities 
presented by offering his services in worthwhile community efforts thereby 
identifying the Craft with all those ideals we hold to be good and true. 

Now after two years of review of many Grand Jurisdictions, we find the 
five trends originally noted may be considered to be reduced to four. 
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However these four which I shall briefly refer to in review appear to be of 
great importance to world Freemasonry. 

1. The continuing loss of membership in almost all Grand Jurisdictions. 
Brethren, a solution MUST be found to combat this trend. In recent years 
it has become very evident that decreases in Lodge membership are 
becoming greater in highly urbanized areas with large memberships as 
opposed to slight increases noted in less densely populated areas with 
smaller Lodges. It is also noted that almost the world over, the larger the 
Lodge membership the greater the decrease in attendance. The solution to 
this particular problem is quite evident—keep your Lodge membership 
smaller in number than the apparently acceptable figures for better per¬ 
centage attendance. We must find a solution for reversing this attendance 
trend in our Lodges in the heavily populated areas. Probably a combi¬ 
nation of smaller Lodges plus interest in community and other outside 
activity, listed as our trend five might supply part of the answer. How¬ 
ever, we, as a committee, feel there must be found a more highly motivated 
reason which would exert a favorable influence on our brethren, and it 
must have its beginnings in the grass roots of Masonry, i.e. in each and 
every private Lodge. The many inferences indicated in this trend must 
be obvious to all. 

2. The second trend is a happy one. We rejoice with Masons through¬ 
out the world and more particularly those in Canada and the United States, 
whose Grand Jurisdictions are promoting the need of a greater unity within 
Craft Lodges as well as the desire for much closer co-operation with concor¬ 
dant and auxiliary bodies. An offshoot of this trend is the co-operation 
with other bodies having similarly humanely motivated activities as our 
fraternity, in order to improve, without controversy, the condition of 
mankind in all areas. 

3. The third trend noted is also a happy one. It relates to the 
continuing support of our brethren throughout the world for programmes 
designed to assist our less fortunate brethren and their dependents. 
Might I be privileged to repeat that the construction of new and the 
maintenance of existing structures for the housing of senior citizens, 
dependents, widows and orphans and the funds supplied to assist in medical 
research is something we can point to with pride as being only one of the 
Masonic charities that knows no bounds. 

4. The fourth and last trend is also a happy one and signifies an 
increasing awareness of our duties and obligations to our fellow man in the 
communities in which we live. Greater personal activity means greater 
awareness of the Craft and a sound basis for the exemplification of the 
great principles of Masonry throughout the universe. 

These then, Most Worshipful Grand Master and brethren, are the 
trends today as your committee views the overall picture of world Masonry. 
We agree that this type of format provides a much greater scope in review 
than past efforts and we recommend that it be continued. We trust that it 
has also furnished a comprehensive as well as interesting review. It has 
afforded your committee a rare opportunity to increase our Masonic 
knowledge by a review of the several proceedings of the Grand Lodge 
Communications, for which we thank you. 

To our Grand Secretary, M.W. Brother T. C. Jackson and his staff, 
our most grateful thanks for the assistance rendered in the preparation of 
this report.

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PRESENTATION OF 
THE WILLIAM DOUGLAS MEDAL 


BRO. CHARLES TRACEY THOMAS 
MARQUETTE LODGE No. 21 

Grand Master: “Brother Charles Tracey Thomas came 
into Freemasonry in his 32nd year, being initiated into 
Gladstone Lodge No. 11 on September 8th, 1925 and was 
raised on March 29th, 1926. He demitted from this Lodge 
on January 12, 1948. However he was already a member of 
Assiniboine Lodge No. 7 at Portage la Prairie, having 
affiliated with that Lodge on February 16, 1942. Brother 
Thomas is also a member of Marquette Lodge No. 21, 
Portage la Prairie, being one of the members who signed the 
petition on October 26, 1953 for its reconstitution and 
consecration. 

“On a number of occasions, Brother Thomas has declined 
the offer of a nomination for a senior office in each of the two 
Lodges of which he is a member, nevertheless he has rendered 
outstanding service in countless other ways. Over the years 
he has delivered numerous papers and read many others, has 
written and directed two Masonic plays which were presented 
by the members of the Lodge; he has served on Lodge 
committees, in particular Finance and Masonic Research and 
Education; for many years has served as auditor for both 
Lodges in Portage la Prairie and has acted as Secretary on 
numerous occasions. 

“Outside of Freemasonry, he has an active record of 
community service. To mention a few—he was the founder 
of the Municipal Secretary-Treasurers’ Association and was 
honored with Life Membership in this Association. He is the 
only surviving founder of the Riding Mountain National 
Park; he has been Chairman of a local school board, adminis¬ 
trator of two school districts for the Department of Educa¬ 
tion, practiced law for some 21 years and is an Honorary Life 
Member of the Bar Association of Central Manitoba. He is 
a member of Trinity United Church and for a period of some 
eighteen years was a member of the Board of Stewards of 
that Church. 

“In earlier days he has been active in sports—hockey and 
tennis in particular. Since his retirement he has taken up 
curling. 
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“For his own amusement he states he has written two full 
length novels and several short stories but has made no 
effort to have them published. 

“These brethren are but a few of the contributions of 
Brother Thomas to the community, to his Lodges and to 
Freemasonry. For these, and all those not mentioned it is 
my great privilege to present to you, Bro. Thomas, the 
William Douglas Medal.” Brother C. T. Thomas: “I am 
afraid you have given me this medal probably for the wrong 
reasons; perhaps it should have been a medal for bravery. 
Just imagine a mere Master Mason up here all alone amidst 
all this heavy artillery. Nevertheless, I do accept this medal 
with a great deal of gratitude and pleasure but also with a 
great deal of humility. Our Masonic ritual teaches us that 
Masonry possesses many great and valuable privileges but 
these privileges are supposed to be given to worthy men and 
to worthy men alone. Our ritual also teaches us that our 
privileges and our favors are not to be undeservedly bestowed. 
In my case, M.W. Sir I am persuaded that out of the kindli¬ 
ness of a true Masonic heart you have chosen in a measure, to 
disregard these two Masonic injunctions. And in this regard 
I am very fortunate that you have. 

“If I have been of any service to our Order brethren, I am 
most happy. But I assure you that from this evening 
forward I hope to increase my efforts to be of service to our 
beloved Craft. It is an added privilege, M.W. Sir receiving 
this medal from your hands, for I have long regarded you as 
being a most friendly, sincere, capable and devoted Grand 
Master. Sir, may I also say a few words of thanks to 
Marquette Lodge No. 21, one of my Lodges, and to the 
members of Marquette Lodge who perhaps know me best and 
still were kind enough to recommend me for this magnificent 
award. I wish to thank all the brethren concerned with this 
presentation.” 


DEGREE OF HONORARY PAST GRAND MASTER- 
WILLIAM A. LITTLE 

M.W. Bro. H. S. Perdue (113): “Most Worshipful Grand 
Master and brethren all: R.W. Bro. William A. Little has 
been honored by his Lodge, by your Board of General 
Purposes by the plaque which was unveiled by our Grand 
Master at the Opening of the Masonic Memorial Temple last 
evening. There remains a very significant recognition of all 
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the brethren of Manitoba, to be expressed by this Grand 
Lodge. I am sure I need not elaborate upon R.W. Bro. 
Little’s ability and the quality of the service he has rendered, 
nor testify further to his intense devotion, his firm dedication 
and his steadfast determination over the last few years, 
which culminated in the Official Opening of the Masonic 
Memorial Temple last night. It is my honor and my 
privilege to ask this Grand Lodge to confer upon him the 
highest honor possible, that of the rank of Honorary Past 
Grand Master, so he may become one of the group of dedi¬ 
cated leaders of our Grand Lodge and share in all the rights 
and privileges of that exalted honorary rank which he has so 
justly earned.

Bro. L. E. Ostrander (162) and Carried unanimously.

M.W. BRO. WM. A. LITTLE 

M.W. Bro. J. M. Lyons, Grand Master: “The brethren of 
this Grand Jurisdiction have seen fit to recognize your efforts 
on behalf of all of them, for many years. Many men have 
dreamed of a new home for the Grand Lodge of the Masons in 
Manitoba, many dreams do not come true, but you Sir, 
would not stop even though many hardships were in the path.

ADDRESS OF THE GRAND MASTER 
MOST WORSHIPFUL BROTHER JOSEPH M. LYONS 

My Brothers: 

Firstly, I wish to express thanks to the Most High for 
having granted each of us life and comfort and bringing us 
into this season — the time of the 95th Communication of 
our Grand Lodge. As we all know, the practice has grown 
up that the address of the Grand Master is a summary of the 
year’s activities coupled with his thanks for the participation 
of the brethren and for their assistance. Usually certain 
observations and recommendations are made—I propose to 
follow this pattern in my address to you this evening. 

Before proceeding, permit me to publicly express my 
personal sense of loss through the passing of those brethren 
already referred to. Many of these were not only fraternal 
acquaintances, but close personal friends. I know that many 
of them will be remembered in the Craft for their sincerity 
and dedication. Life’s greatest gift is “remembrance after 
death.” Blessed be their memory. 

I know that we are united in the opinion that Free¬ 
masonry contains within itself a philosophy by which 
everyone can be guided to brighter and higher vistas. 
However, the philosophy is not for those who are sceptics, 
nor for the pessimists, nor is it for men who derogate from the 
efforts of others. 

Latterly, much study has been made on how to improve 
lodge attendance. Was this a necessary study? Let us 
remember that we each came here of “our own free will and 
accord”. When a brother ceases to find interest in the 
Lodge, a study should be made by him, within himself. 
Freemasonry itself cannot be less interesting today than it 
was the day we first saw light before the Altar. 

Albert Pike, that eminent Masonic author had this to say 
about the Altar: “Freemasonry is one faith, one great 
religion, one great common altar around which all men, of all 
tongues and all languages can assemble in which there can be 
no rivalry, except a noble emulation of rites, orders and 
degrees, which can best work and best agree. Masonry will 
never be true to her mission until we all join hands, heart to 
heart, and hand to hand, around the altar of Masonry with a 
determination that Masonry shall become at some time 
worthy of her pretensions, no longer a pretender to that 
which is good, but that she shall be an apostle of peace, 
goodwill, charity and tolerance.” 
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During my term of office, many events transpired. Some 
of these events, I am reporting in chronological sequence, 
others I will be reporting on in their relationship to certain 
observations I wish to make with respect to their import on 
our way of life and consequently the effect these events could 
have on our fraternity. 

During the year I attended meetings of all thirteen 
districts and two area meetings. At all times I was accom¬ 
panied by many of my Grand Lodge officers and Past Grand 
Masters, to whom I am grateful for their generous support. 
These meetings were well organized and conducted, indicat¬ 
ing a keen interest by all, and a superb dedication by my 
District Deputy Grand Masters. It was gratifying to find 
that more Master Masons are attending the District and 
Area meetings. This interest should be fostered as a 
possible means of encouraging many to accept duties within 
their own Lodge. I am indebted to the District Deputy 
Grand Masters for their support and assistance during the 
year. This enabled me to be in closer communication with 
the subordinate Lodges. As will be reported, I visited many 
subordinate Lodges and in each case I was received with the 
honors which devolve on the position of Grand Master of this 
jurisdiction. The zeal and loyalty which they show for the 
Craft is indicative of a healthy condition which requires only 
continued optimism to carry us forward again to regain the 
membership losses which we have suffered due to the passing 
of many of our brethren. 

Reports read at several district meetings indicated that 
greater emphasis was being placed on mixed social events 
following Lodge Meetings. In some instances personal 
friends who were not members of the Craft were invited. 
This too augurs well—some of our best friends could be our 
best candidates. 

Many Lodges are streamlining routine business matters 
so that more time should be available for fraternizing at the 
refreshment hour—a practice which is to be highly com¬ 
mended. 

The concordant bodies, I am told, retain their member¬ 
ship by following programs of active involvement. Perhaps 
we should be hopeful that some day the concordant bodies 
will in addition to insisting that their Brethren remain in 
good standing in their respective Masonic Lodge, also 
participate in their Masonic Lodge by regular attendance. 
Lodges need more than dues to survive, they need active 
participation of their membership. 
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The youth today are in a state of turmoil and unrest. 
This is not a suitable forum for discussion nor am I qualified 
to discuss the causes, consequences and remedies. I would 
make only a few observations—Youth is unhappy with what 
they have seen, unhappy with what they envisage as their 
future. We should recognize that the present situation is 
the direct outgrowth of the abdication of responsibility of 
many parents. If you live within the framework and phi¬ 
losophy of Freemasonry and remember that God made you 
in his image, and that you are your brother’s brother—you 
can inspire youth. At this point I must refer to the Order of 
DeMolay. 

At the 93rd Communication our Grand Lodge took 
formal cognizance of the important work being done by 
DeMolay in molding youth along lines which were in the 
best interests of our present social system. This April the 
first All Canada conclave was held in Winnipeg and I am 
pleased to report that I attended the opening. 

We all know that when men of good will meet together, 
the only result is good—so too with boys. When boys 
embark on an association which has as a basis the principles 
enunciated in DeMolay, when boys receive encouragement 
from men—only good can result. Remember, it takes a 
Man to help a Boy become a Man—I know that we each will 
meet the test. Remembering that the boy of today is the 
man of tomorrow—nurture them, show the way—ours is the 
opportunity, theirs will be the responsibility—the future will 
judge whether we worked or shirked, whether we gave 
inspiration and leadership or only effortless moral support. 

On Friday, May 1st, Grand Lodge Divine Service was 
held at Shaarey Zedek Synagogue. Brethren and families 
attending filled the sanctuary and chapel to capacity. The 
service was conducted by Rabbi Lawrence Nesis, our Grand 
Chaplain R.W. Bro. Fairclough read the lesson. My thanks 
to all brethren who attended worship with me, particularly to 
those who travelled many miles to join their prayers with 
mine. 

An innovation for Grand Master’s activity was my 
attendance as your representative at the dinner following the 
Manitoba State Conference of the Knights of Columbus. I 
am pleased to report that the Grand Lodge, through me, was 
extended the courtesy and the honor indicative of the esteem 
and good relationship which exists in the community for our 
Fraternity. This respect I am certain will be retained at all 
times. Our participation in community matters such as 
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Blood Donor Clinics is evidence to the community that we do 
more than “just hold meetings”. Each brother is a good 
citizen ready to assist any citizen irrespective of creed or 
station in life. We are all God’s children. I must mention 
that Bro. Griff Owen of Northern Light Lodge No. 10, was 
instrumental in launching the Blood Donor Clinic. A 
trophy was in competition as between ourselves and the 
Knights of Columbus. The trophy was awarded to us. 

I am happy to report that the Lodges we often refer to as 
the “Northern Lodges” being at The Pas, Thompson, 
Churchill, Flin Flon, and Lynn Lake, were visited this year, 
as usual, by the Grand Master accompanied by the Grand 
Secretary, M.W. Bro.

REPORT ON THE MASONIC MEMORIAL TEMPLE 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Master, Officers and Members, 

Grand Lodge of Manitoba, A.F. & A.M. 

Most Worshipful Grand Master and Brethren: 

The Masonic Memorial Temple Limited Committee has to report the 
following: As previously reported, the cornerstone of our new Temple was 
laid on May 14th, 1969 and since that date construction, with some delays, 
has proceeded in an orderly manner. The contractor was not able to meet 
his anticipated completion date of October 25th, however we were able to 
occupy the premises on December 1st, 1969, even though some of the work 
had not been completed. With the exception of exterior painting, land¬ 
scaping, air conditioning etc. all interior facilities were in use by February 
1970. The outstanding work is being concluded at this time. 

Whenever possible, the committee has utilized artifacts from the old 
Temple after having had them completely refurbished. This included 
Principal Officers’ chairs, lecterns, lesser lights, altars, etc. We were most 
fortunate to receive as gifts, two of the three new Baldwin organs in the 
Lodge rooms. In May, a public address system was installed in the dining 
room and foyer. Coupled with the numerous gifts from various sources, 
the Temple is now most suitably equipped. 
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As to the financial picture, I will convey to you the highlights. 

Our campaign has been fairly successful in that we have raised all the 
funds required to pay for the land, building and equipment, except for about 
$9,000.00. We will, however be required to raise $280,000.00 to repay 
Grand Lodge for the loan they have made to us. The campaign results to 
date are as follows: 


Contributions received from tenant lodges.$345,840.00 

All others.. 272,018.00 $617,858.00 


The land, buildings, furnishings and equipment now stand at $980,000.00. 

Your Directors have decided to pursue completion of the lower level of 
the Temple by dividing the area into suitable rooms with ancillary services. 
When complete, it is felt the operation of this area will result in an overall 
reduction in the cost of operating the new Temple. Tenders will be called 
shortly and we anticipate the work should be completed in September next. 

The Grand Lodge has of course approved our request to participate in 
the Manitoba Centennial Sweepstake and the results to date have been 
most gratifying, financially. 

In conclusion I would like to express my gratitude not only to the 
Directors but also to those many others who have assisted us in having the 
Masonic Memorial Temple become a reality.

I am sure that even as we mourn the 
loss of our Brethren since the last Communication, we have reason also to 
render thanks to the Most High for the Good Lives which have been lived 
among us, and may their influence continue to be felt as we meet in fellow¬ 
ship with each other and with God.

THE MASONIC PREMIERS OF MANITOBA 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Master, Officers, Members 

and Visitors of the Grand Lodge of Manitoba: 

Most Worshipful Grand Master and Brethren: 

We have reached the Centennial Year—1970—the anni¬ 
versary of Manitoba’s entry into the Canadian Confedera¬ 
tion. This gives us the opportunity at this Communication 
to recognize and celebrate the 100th birthday of the Province. 

In thinking of anniversaries and celebrations, there is a 
tendency to concentrate our thoughts on dates and lighter 
vein activities rather than on the struggles of the men who 
brought to fruition the event that we are now so eager to 
celebrate. 

Therefore, today, let us for a few minutes give our atten¬ 
tion and sober reflection to some of the Freemasons who were 
not only responsible for the area becoming a part of Canada, 
but also for those who, over the period of a hundred years, 
took an active part in the civil administration at the Pro¬ 
vincial level. Therefore, I have selected as the title of my 
address to you this morning, “The Masonic Premiers of 
Manitoba.” 

However, before speaking on this subject let me outline 
the story of the whole area now known as Manitoba prior 
to the year 1870, and refer to the momentous events which 
led to our entry into Confederation as a Province. 

In 1612 Captain Thomas Button, afterwards Sir Thomas, 
sailed from Gravesend, Kent, England, with two ships, the 
Discovery and Resolution, and arrived at the mouth of a 
river flowing into Hudson Bay, which he named the “Nelson” 
after Captain Nelson of the Resolution, who died there after 
landing. Button took formal possession of all the sur¬ 
rounding territory for England, raised its flag and erected a 
cross to indicate the fact, and gave the country the name of 
New Wales. Our Province, therefore, has been under one 
flag longer than any other portion of the North American 
Continent. Button Bay near Fort Prince of Wales, Churchill, 
commemorates the name of this early explorer. 

On September 24, 1737, the brave and gallant French 
explorer Pierre Gaultier de Varennes Sieur de la Verendrye 
or his son Pierre, both of Three Rivers, Quebec, reached the 
forks of the Red and Assiniboine Rivers; opposite this spot, 
on the St. Boniface side of the Red River, where he landed, 
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there now stands a monument and statue to this intrepid 
voyageur, showing him viewing the vast prairies as far as 
the Rocky Mountains. 

The French Colonial Government in Quebec neglected to 
support the discoveries of La Verendrye, and the forts he 
and his sons had built eventually were abandoned. It is 
interesting to read in one of his diaries, and I quote: “What 
advantages may result from my toils the future will tell.” 
In looking back over these two hundred odd years, we can 
recognize La Verendrye as the first white man to open up this 
whole Western Country, which, of course, includes what is 
now Manitoba. 

On May 2, 1670, a charter of incorporation was signed by 
Charles II, King of England, granting corporate rights to 
“The Governor and Adventurers of England trading to 
Hudson’s Bay.” These Adventurers afterwards known as 
the Hudson’s Bay Company were granted the sole trading 
rights in all waters lying within Hudson Strait, and in all 
lands drained by streams flowing into those waters; this then 
covered what now comprises the three prairie provinces, 
parts of Ontario as far East as Fort William, and also parts 
of what are now North and South Dakota, and parts of 
Minnesota. 

Prince Rupert was the first governor of the Company, 
and to this day, under certain circumstances, a part of the 
territory is still known as Rupert’s Land. In passing, we 
note that the Hudson’s Bay Company this year is celebrating 
its three hundred years of existence. 

In 1811 the Earl of Selkirk, a Scotsman, purchased from 
the Company 116,000 square miles of land and water about 
seventy-four million acres in all, which he called “Assiniboia” 
after the Assiniboine tribe of Indians who lived along and 
near the river of the same name. Included in this vast 
territory was the southern part of what is now Manitoba. 
Between 1811 and 1815 Lord Selkirk brought out from Scot¬ 
land and Ireland five parties of settlers, and gave them 
grants of land on the west bank of the Red River stretching 
from what is now north Winnipeg towards the town of 
Selkirk. Later in 1835 this land was resold to the Company. 

In 1833 Governor Simpson of the Company decided to 
adopt a wider form of government and formed the Council 
of Assiniboia, which operated in an area extending fifty miles 
in all directions from the forks of the Red and Assiniboine 
Rivers until the Manitoba Act was passed by the Dominion 
Government in 1870. 
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Whilst the Hudson’s Bay Company, under its Charter, 
ostensibly had the sole rights of trading and operating in this 
western country, in actual fact up to 1821 they were chal¬ 
lenged at every turn by the North-West Company of Mont¬ 
real. Competition may be the life of trade, but in this case 
it led to open warfare of the most bitter kind, killings, 
murders, burning of each other’s properties and supplying 
the Indians and hybrids with the vilest liquor; those two 
classes of people as well as the settlers were caught squarely 
between the two rival companies. This state of affairs was 
seen at its worst in the Seven Oaks Massacre, one of the 
blackest crimes ever committed in this area. By 1821 the 
two companies were exhausted from their relentless conflict, 
and bankruptcy for them both was averted only by their 
union, which terminated the chaos and turmoil that reigned 
for more than forty years. 

In a census taken by Nicholas Garry in 1821 there were 
only 419 people in the Red River settlement made up of 221 
Scot settlers, 65 Meuron and 133 Canadians; among this 
number were 154 females. By 1849 the population had 
increased to 5,391, but 1,511 of these were listed as transients. 

In 1868 the whole territory came under jurisdiction of 
the Crown, and subsequently under the Government of 
Canada, which passed the Manitoba Act on May 12, 1870, 
creating the Province of Manitoba, effective July 15th, 1870. 

Prior to this, tensions ran high in the Settlement owing 
to the increased population, and the obvious fact that some 
other civil government would have to be found to replace 
the old Council of Assiniboia. There were three principal 
factions—The Metis under Louis Riel, who wanted full local 
Provincial control, free of Canada; the annexationists who 
sought to have the area taken over by the United States of 
America, and the Canadian party of which J. C. Schultz was 
the dominant figure. 

Louis Riel with his Metis supporters did seize power and 
set up what he called a Provisional Government for a short 
time, but this collapsed just before the Wolseley Expedition 
arrived from Eastern Canada in the middle of 1870. Before 
the end of the year our Prince Rupert’s Lodge No. 1 had 
been formed, and all the Charter Members had come West 
with that Expedition. Whilst the creation of the Province 
of Manitoba became effective on July 15th, 1870, it was not 
possible to have an election until a census of the population 
had been taken, and electoral districts set up. The census 
was completed by the end of November and disclosed the 
total population to consist of 11,963 persons. There were 
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1,565 whites, 5,757 French hybrids, 4,083 Scot and English 
hybrids, and 558 Indians; of the whites 747 had been born 
in the North-West, 294 in Canada, 412 in the British Isles, 
69 in the United States, 15 in France, and 28 in other 
countries; of the total population 6,247 were listed as Roman 
Catholics, and 5,176 as Protestants. The Province was 
therefore divided into twenty-four electoral districts, and the 
election was held on December 30th, 1870. 

The first session of the new Provincial Legislative opened 
on March 15th, 1871, and all its meetings were held in the 
private residence of Andrew Graham Ballenden Bannatyne, 
and here also were located the Government offices. 

The site of the Bannatyne home is 433 Main Street, 
Winnipeg, and the building standing there now is occupied 
by the Banque Canadienne Nationale. To mark this spot 
the Historic Sites and Monuments Board of Canada have 
placed on this building a bronze plaque, inscribed as follows: 
“Nearby in the home of 
Hon: A. G. B. Bannatyne 
the first Legislative of Manitoba 
met on 15th of March, 1871.” 

An excellent illustration of the original Bannatyne home will 
be found in the History of Freemasonry in Manitoba; in 
appearance it resembles the old home of William Inkster, 
still standing on the Seven Oaks property in West Kildonan. 

Bro. Bannatyne was the Senior Warden of our pioneer 
Northern Light Lodge, whilst its first Master was John 
Christian Schultz, who more than any other one man was 
responsible for advancing the interests of his beloved Mani¬ 
toba to remain within Canada and the Empire. 

The activities and interest of these two Brethren in the 
affairs of the Province have been duplicated many times by 
other Freemasons over the past hundred years in many forms 
of local civil administration at various levels. It is impos¬ 
sible to measure the influence of these men from our detached 
position. However, it is not generally realized that out of 
sixteen Provincial Premiers, twelve of them have held 
membership in the Masonic Craft, and it is these twelve 
Brethren that I want to tell you something about and have 
them represent that large number of other Freemasons who 
also dedicated themselves to the service of their fellow men 
in the field of politics. A list of these twelve is given below, 
with the dates of their Premiership and Masonic affiliations:

Four of our Premiers have occupied the Master’s chair 
in their respective Lodges, namely: D. H. Harrison, T. C. 
Norris, D. L. Campbell and Dufferin Roblin. 

It would be interesting if time permitted to give you an 
intimate biography of these twelve Premiers, but I shall deal 
only with the most salient facts about each, and indicate to 
some extent the contribution they made to the progress of 
the Province. 

On December 16th, 1872, the first two candidates initi¬ 
ated into Freemasonry in Ancient Landmark Lodge No. 3 
were the Hon. H. J. Clarke, Q.C., Premier and Attorney- 
General, and the Hon. John Norquay, Minister of Public 
Works, who became Premier at a later date. However, let 
us now consider in chronological order the twelve Freemasons 
who were Premiers of this Province since its inception. 

The first one to become Premier, 1872 to 1874, was 
Henry James Clarke who came from Donegal, Ireland, but 
received his education in Quebec. He was invited to come 
to the Province by Rev. N. J. Richot, a delegate of Riel’s 
short lived government. Brother Clarke was elected to the 
Legislative Assembly for St. Charles in 1871. He supported 
Lieutenant-Governor Archibald’s policy of conciliation but 
eventually lost favour with the French for seeking rapproche- 
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ment with those from the British Isles. He retired from 
politics in 1874 to practice law in Winnipeg; he was an able 
criminal lawyer and defended some rebel prisoners following 
the North-West Rebellion of 1885. Brother Clarke was a 
member of Ancient Landmark Lodge No. 3, Winnipeg. He 
died on a C.P.R. train at Medicine Hat, N.W.T., in 1889 

The second name to consider is that of R. A. Davis, 
1874 to 1878, who was also a member of Ancient Landmark 
Lodge No. 3. He was bom and educated in Quebec, but 
came to Winnipeg in 1870 when he purchased the Emmerling 
Hotel from George Emmerling who was returning to the 
United States to live, when it became evident that annexation 
to that country was not going to take place. The hotel was 
re-named the “Davis House.” 

Brother Davis was elected to the Provincial House in 
1874, and became Provincial Treasurer in the Girard 
ministry; then later that year Premier. He followed a 
policy of retrenchment and redistribution of electoral districts 
to correspond more closely with the steadily increasing 
population. In 1876 he was instrumental in securing im¬ 
proved financial terms from the Federal Government. During 
his term of office Manitoba’s Upper House, known as the 
“Legislative Council” was abolished. He retired from public 
life in 1878, and went to live in Illinois. 

The third Brother to consider is John Norquay who was 
born in 1841 at St. Andrews, the son of pioneer Red River 
settlers. After graduating from St. John’s Parochial School, 
he engaged in teaching for a short time, but in 1866 moved 
to High Bluff to take up farming. In High Bluff, 1871, he 
was elected by acclamation to the first Provincial Legislative 
and given the post of Minister of Agriculture and Public 
Works. In 1874 he was elected for St. Andrews and repre¬ 
sented that constituency for the rest of his life. He was 
Premier of the Province from 1878 to 1887, and was the first 
native son to hold that office; he resigned over disagreement 
with the Dominion Government on their railway policies. 
He died in 1889 at the early age of 48. Brother Norquay 
was a huge man of great ability and industry who con¬ 
tributed tremendously to the development of Manitoba in 
its formative years. He was the third member of Ancient 
Landmark Lodge No. 3 to become Premier. 

Our fourth Premier was D. H. Harrison. He was born 
in 1843 in London, Upper Canada. After attending McGill 
and Toronto Universities and graduating from Medical 
College, he practised medicine in St. Mary’s, Ontario, until 
1882, when he settled in Manitoba. He was elected in 1883 
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to the Provincial House to represent Minnedosa West; in 
1886 he was Minister of Agriculture, and then in December 
of 1887 became Premier, but his ministry lasted only twenty- 
four days as he resigned in January 1888, and retired from 
political life. He was a Past Master of St. James Lodge 
No. 73, of St. Mary’s, Ontario; he died in 1905 in Vancouver. 

Thomas Greenway headed the next Government; he was 
born in Cornwall, England, in 1838, and came to Canada in 
1844 with his parents, who settled in Huron County, where 
he received his education; afterwards he was a general 
merchant in Centralia, Ontario, where he became Reeve for 
ten years. In 1875 he was elected to the Canadian House 
of Commons until 1878. The next year he moved to 
Manitoba to take up farming near Crystal City; shortly 
after he was elected to the Provincial Legislative for the 
constituency of Mountain, and was Premier from 1888 to 
1890. During his ministry the school question raged and 
was resolved. In 1904 he was returned to Ottawa as a 
member of the Dominion Government for Lisgar, but retired 
in 1908 when he became a member of the Board of Railway 
Commissioners. He died in Ottawa that same year. 

Brother Greenway was a member of Lebanon Forest 
Lodge No. 33 of Exeter, Ontario. 

The next in order was Sir Hugh John Macdonald who 

was bom in 1850 in Kingston, Upper Canada; he was the 
only surviving son of Sir John A. Macdonald. After gradu¬ 
ating from the University of Toronto, he practised law in 
Toronto and at a later date in Winnipeg. He first came West 
with the Red River Expedition in 1870, and also took part 
with the troops from Winnipeg in suppressing the second 
North-West Rebellion in 1885. He twice represented Win¬ 
nipeg in the House of Commons in Ottawa, and in 1896 was 
Minister of the Interior in the short-lived Tupper Adminis¬ 
tration. 

He was Premier and Attorney-General in the Provincial 
Legislative for a short time in 1900, but resigned later in 
that year to contest Brandon in the Federal Election, but 
was defeated by Clifford Sifton. He then retired into 
private life, but from 1911 to 1929 was Police Magistrate in 
Winnipeg. He was a member of Prince Rupert’s Lodge 
No. 1, and died in Winnipeg in 1929. 

Our seventh Masonic Premier was Sir Rodmond Palen 
Roblin who was a member of Oakland Lodge No. 9, Carman; 
he was born in 1853 at Sophiasburg, Prince Edward County, 
Upper Canada, and educated at Albert College, Belleville, 
Ontario. He moved to Manitoba in 1877 and commenced 
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farming near Carman. He represented Dufferin in the Pro¬ 
vincial Legislative from 1889 to 1915, and during that time 
was Premier for fifteen years. The present Provincial 
buildings were erected during his term of office. He died 
at Hot Springs, Arkansas, in 1937. 

Tobias Crawford Norris was our next Premier. His 
Mother Lodge was Oak Lake No. 44 but he affiliated with 
Lansdowne Lodge No. 107, Griswold, Manitoba, where he 
was Master in 1927 and 1928. Brother Norris was bom in 
Brampton, Upper Canada, in 1861, and came to Manitoba 
with his parents who farmed in the Oak Lake-Griswold areas. 
He represented Lansdowne in the Provincial Legislative 
from 1896 to 1925, and was Premier from 1915 to 1922. 
During his term of office he introduced woman suffrage, 
minimum wage laws, and prohibition. He died in Toronto, 
1936. 

We are now coming to more recent times as the next 
Premier, our 9th, is John Bracken, who was born at Ellisville, 
Leeds County, Ontario, in 1883; his education was obtained 
at Brockville Collegiate and Ontario Agricultural College; 
in 1906 he received his B.S.A. degree from the University of 
Illinois. In this year he was the Manitoba Representative 
on the Dominion Seed Board; the following year he was 
superintendent of fairs and farmers’ institutes for Saskatche¬ 
wan. From 1920 to 1922 he was Principal of the Manitoba 
Agricultural College. It was during this period that he 
was the author of two books, namely “Crop Production in 
Western Canada” and “Dry Farming in Western Canada.” 

Up to 1922 Brother Bracken had taken no active part in 
politics, but in that year he was elected in The Pas to the 
Manitoba Legislative, and was Premier from 1922 to 1943. 
In 1945 he was elected in the Federal Constituency of 
Neepawa to the House of Commons in Ottawa where he 
was the Leader of the Opposition until 1948. He retired the 
following year from public life to live on his farm near 
Ottawa. In 1954 he headed the Royal Commission to look 
into the liquor laws of Manitoba. Brother Bracken who 
was a member of “The Assiniboine” Lodge No. 114, Win¬ 
nipeg, died quite recently in Ottawa. 

The tenth is Stuart Sinclair Garson who was Premier 
from 1943 to 1948. He was born at St. Catharines, Ontario, 
in 1898, and came to Manitoba in 1901; his education was 
obtained in the Winnipeg Public Schools and the University 
of Manitoba. He was called to the Manitoba Bar in 1919, 
and between that date and 1928 practised law at Ashern and 
Winnipeg. 
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In 1927 Brother Garson was elected in Fairford constitu¬ 
ency to the Provincial Legislative; in 1936 he was Provincial 
Treasurer. These were the depression years which severely 
impaired Provincial finances, fortunately he was able to 
negotiate new agreements with the Federal Government. In 
1943 he succeeded Brother Bracken as Premier, but resigned 
in 1948 when he was elected in Marquette to the Federal 
House where he became Solicitor General in 1950; he re¬ 
turned to private practice in 1957. Brother Garson is a 
member of St. John’s Lodge No. 4. 

Douglas Lloyd Campbell was the eleventh Masonic 
Premier of Manitoba, and is a Past Master of Assiniboine 
Lodge No. 7, Portage la Prairie. He was born at Flee Island, 
Manitoba, in 1895, and obtained his education at High Bluff 
and Portage la Prairie schools, and later at Brandon College. 
In 1922 he was first elected to represent Lakeside Constitu¬ 
ency in the Provincial Legislative; a seat he was to keep on 
winning for 47 years. He served in the cabinets of both 
Brothers Bracken and Garson, and in 1948 succeeded Brother 
Garson as Premier, this position he held for ten years. 

Brother Campbell continued the general policy of his two 
predecessors, and by his careful handling of the Province’s 
finances and sound leadership, the business of the Province 
was competently administered. Some of his other achieve¬ 
ments must include rural electrification, reorganization of 
power production, the reform of the liquor laws based on the 
Bracken report, the MacFarlane report on education, intro¬ 
duction of the hospital insurance program, and, perhaps, his 
greatest accomplishment the Redistribution Act of 1952, 
which took the setting of Provincial electoral seats out of 
politics, and placed it in the hands of an impartial Com¬ 
mission. 

Brother Campbell retired from public life a year ago, 
after nearly half a century of service to his fellow men— 
47 years to be exact—a record in Canada and among the 
longest parliamentary records in the history of the Common¬ 
wealth. 

Worshipful Brother Campbell always took his Masonic 
obligations and duties seriously and even when he was 
totally involved in the service of the public, always tried to 
accept any Masonic assignment when invited to do so by his 
brethren. He was a useful man to the Province and Free¬ 
masonry and embodies many of the Ideals of our Fraternity. 

“A man who, without courting applause, is loved by 
all noble minded men, respected by his superiors and 
revered by his subordinates; the man who never pro¬ 
claimed what he has done, will do, can do, but where

need is, will lay hold with dispassionate courage, circum¬ 
spect resolution, indefatigable exertion and a rare power 
of mind, and who will not cease until he has accomplished 
his work, but who then without pretension will retire into 
the multitude because he did the good act, not for him¬ 
self, but for the cause of good.” 

Our twelfth and last Masonic Brother was Dufferin 
Roblin, a grandson of a former Premier, Sir Rodmond P. 
Roblin. He was bom in 1917 in Winnipeg, was educated in 
local schools and the Universities of Manitoba and Chicago. 
During the Second World War he served as a Wing Com¬ 
mander in the R.C.A.F. He was elected in 1949 in a 
Winnipeg constituency to a seat in the Provincial House, 
and was chosen leader of his party in 1954. He became 
Premier in 1958, this post he held until 1968 when he retired. 
During his term of office he was responsible for the com¬ 
pletion of the Winnipeg floodway. He was a Past Master 
of Ionic Lodge No. 25, and now resides in Montreal. 

These twelve Brethren, with the exception of a short 
period in 1874, have consecutively led the various Provincial 
Governments for 96 years—a record that I doubt ever has 
been equalled anywhere; of the twelve only three survive, 
namely Brothers Garson, Campbell and Roblin. 

With the knowledge that Freemasonry was the first 
organization of any kind, even ahead of schools or churches, 
to be established in what is now the centre of Winnipeg, and 
the examples of the twelve Brethren representing so many 
others, all of whom have given of their ability, their energy 
and their devotion to the public interest; can there be any 
doubt that Freemasonry has influenced greatly Canadian 
life in our Province, up through the rigorous toils of the 
wilderness and the loneliness of the prairies, to the present 
high standard of living and high level of achievement in the 
realms of culture, commerce and industry. 

Therefore, this morning, as we stand on the heights of our 
Provincial Centennial, basking in the reflected glory of “the 
blood, sweat and tears,” and in the justifiable pride of our 
ancestors, let us as heirs of the past look forward to the future 
with confidence and with determination that our efforts will 
at least equal, if not surpass, all previous achievements.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FINANCE 

Most Worshipful Grand Master, Officers and Members, 

Grand Lodge of Manitoba, A.F. & A.M. 

Most Worshipful Grand Master and Brethren: 

Your Committee on Finance begs to submit the following report. 

During the past year your Committee has carefully supervised all 
matters pertaining to the General Fund of Grand Lodge. Meetings were 
held regularly, each month, to check and authorize payment of all accounts 
presented by the Grand Secretary. I am happy to state on behalf of the 
committee, that we have managed to live within our budget, leaving a 
slight surplus. 

The sum of $1,000.00 was set aside for the 1975 Centennial, and 
$250.00 for the printing of our history. This money has been invested 
until the funds will be required. 

GRAND LODGE FURNITURE. A sub-committee, consisting of 
M.W. Bro. L. E. Ostrander, R.W. Bro. E. M. Finkleman, and R.W. Bro. 
A. A. MacDonald were appointed to assess the needs for the new offices, 
and come in with a report. After a great detailed study, and receiving bids 
from several sources, the bid from Willson Stationery was accepted at a sum 
of over $8,000.00. We are more than satisfied that we received great value 
for our dollars. We had $2,300.00 saved for this account, the balance was 
borrowed from the “Stock Account”, so that we could pay cash and get a 
better price. To repay the loan, and build up a reserve for future needs, 
we recommend budgeting $1,000.00 a year. A resolution was passed, that 
we would re-examine this special fund when it reached a reasonable figure. 
Once that figure was reached, the assessment would stop. Not only was 
new furniture purchased for the Grand Master’s office, the Grand Secre¬ 
tary’s office, the general office and the Grand Librarian’s office, shelves were 
built and other incidentals done to make the offices functional. We are 
quite satisfied with the results.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
JURISPRUDENCE AND APPEALS 

To The Most Worshipful, The Grand Master, Officers and Members, 

Grand Lodge of Manitoba, A.F. & A.M. 

Most Worshipful Grand Master and Brethren: 

The Board of General Purposes through its Committee on Jurispru¬ 
dence and Appeals reports as follows: 

In accordance with the provisions of the Constitution our Grand 
Secretary, M.W. Bro. Thomas C. Jackson, referred to this committee for 
consideration and report each of the Notices of Amendment to the Constitu¬ 
tion as well as the Notice of Motion that appear in the preliminary notice of 
the 95th Annual Communication of Grand Lodge. 

For the purpose of record the Notices of Amendment that are pre¬ 
sented to be dealt with at the Annual Communication in the year 1971 
relate to Sections 3 (h), 8, 37, 39, 40, 43, 88, 90, 94, 124, 125, 127, 230 and 
240 (a) of the Constitution. 

The function of this committee is to consider if each proposed amend¬ 
ment is within the power of the members of Grand Lodge to enact, if the 
words chosen express a clear intent and if upon enactment it would be in 
harmony with the Constitution as a whole. 

The work of this committee has been made easy by the obvious care 
that has been taken in considering the purposes of these proposed amend¬ 
ments and in choosing precise wordings to achieve these purposes. 
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There are only two minor changes that are recommended, namely: 

1) The notice of amendment with respect to Section 40 proposes that 
the second paragraph be deleted and a revised wording be substituted. 
The second paragraph of Section 40 as it is printed in our Constitution is the 
paragraph introduced with the numeral (1). The recommendation 
submitted hereby is that the preamble to the proposed resolution should be 
reworded to read “That paragraph numbered (2) of Section 40 of the 
Constitution be deleted and the following substituted therefor” and further 
that the numeral (2) should precede the proposed substitution. This 
appears to be the clear intent of the proposed amendment. 

2) That in regard to the proposed amendment to Section 124 the 
words “at the regular meeting” be inserted ahead of the phrase “in April 
each year”. By so doing, the opening portion of Section 124 if amended as 
proposed would then read “The Master, Wardens, Treasurer and Secretary 
of a Lodge shall be elected annually by ballot at the regular meeting in 
November, provided however that if the by-laws of the Lodge so provide, 
such election may be held at the regular meeting in April each year”. 
Undoubtedly this is the intention of the proposer as it would be contrary to 
Section 119 of the Constitution to provide that an election of officers might 
be held at an emergent meeting in April. For the same reason the suggested 
change may be said to be unnecessary but nevertheless it is submitted so 
that the point will be clear upon reading the revised Section 124 alone 
without the necessity of also referring to Section 119. 

If the two minor changes above mentioned are incorporated into the 
Notices of Amendment it is considered that they are all in proper form for 
presentation to the next Annual Communication.

Once again your committee on the Grand Secretary’s Report, find that 
our Grand Secretary has presented to this Grand Lodge a most clear and 
concise report on the operation of Grand Lodge and from which we can only 
conclude that the affairs of the Order in this Jurisdiction are being well and 
efficiently administrated. 

It is with some concern that we observe the ever increasing loss in 
membership; a net loss of 284 for the year 1969, or a total of 1261 in the five 
year period reported.

NOTICE OF AMENDMENTS TO 
THE CONSTITUTION 

R.W. BRO. R. L. JEX (25): “M.W. Grand Master, I 
hereby give notice that at the next Annual Communication 
to be held in Brandon on June 2nd and 3rd, 1971, I will 
move the following amendments to the Constitution: 
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SECTION 3 (h): 

That Section 3 (h) be deleted and the following substi¬ 
tuted therefor: 

SECTION 3 (h): 

“Greater Winnipeg is the aggregate territory contained 
within the limits of the following corporations in the Province 
of Manitoba, namely: the Cities of Winnipeg, St. Boniface, 
St. James-Assiniboia, East Kildonan, West Kildonan, St. 
Vital and Transcona, the Town of Tuxedo, and the Muni¬ 
cipal Corporations of Charleswood, Fort Garry, Old Kil¬ 
donan, North Kildonan and contained within the limits of 
the territorial jurisdictions of Ophir Lodge No. 112 and of 
Stony Mountain Lodge No. 134, G.R.M.” 

SECTION 8: 

That Section 8 be amended by the addition of two Grand 
Lodge Offices, namely: 

The Very Worshipful Grand Sword Bearer 
The Very Worshipful Grand Standard Bearer 
which two Grand Lodge Offices shall be inserted between 
Very Worshipful Junior Grand Deacon and the Very 
Worshipful Grand Organist in the list of Grand Lodge 
Officers. 

SECTION 88: 

That Section 88 be amended by adding to the first 
sentence the words “being assisted by the Grand Sword 
Bearer and the Grand Standard Bearer.” This sentence 
will then read as follows: 

SECTION 88: 

“The Grand Director of Ceremonies shall direct the 
organization of the Grand Lodge before it is opened, shall 
introduce visitors, direct the formation of processions, and 
execute the commands of the Grand Master, being assisted 
by the Grand Sword Bearer and the Grand Standard Bearer.” 

SECTION 90: 

That Section 90 be amended by inserting the words 
“Grand Sword Bearer, Grand Standard Bearer” between 
the words “Grand Deacons” and “Grand Organist.” This 
section will then read as follows: 

SECTION 90: 

“The Grand Deacons, Grand Sword Bearer, Grand 
Standard Bearer, Grand Organist and Grand Stewards shall 
attend all Communications of Grand Lodge and shall per¬ 
form the duties prescribed for them by the Grand Master.” 
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SECTION 94: 

That Section 94 be amended by inserting after the Grand 
Deacons, the following: 

“Grand Sword Bearer—Two crossed swords with a ribbon 
at the centre. 

“Grand Standard Bearer—Two crossed standard staves 
tied by a ribbon at the centre.” 

SECTION 37 (1): 

That Section 37 (1) be amended by deleting in the third 
line, the words “one of” and substituting the word “manner” 
for the word “ways.” This section will then read: 

SECTION 37 (1): 

“Upon receiving the ballot or ballots to which he is 
entitled the member shall then and there mark the same in 
the following manner.” 

SECTION 37 (la) and (lb): 

That subsections 37 (la) and (lb) be deleted and the 
following substituted therefor: 

SECTION 37 (la): 

“If there are two or more candidates, the member shall 
mark the ballot by placing the letter ‘X’ in the space pro¬ 
vided opposite the name of each candidate for whom he 
intends to vote, providing that the number of ‘X’s shall 
not exceed the number of candidates to be elected.” 

SECTION 37 (lb): 

“In the event of a tie vote, the Chairman of the com¬ 
mittee shall so inform only the Grand Master, who shall 
then cast the deciding ballot.” 

SECTION 39: 

That Section 39 be deleted in its entirety. 

SECTION 40: 

That the second paragraph of Section 40 be deleted and 
the following substituted therefor: 

SECTION 40: 

“If there are more members than one to be elected for a 
term of one or two years, and for the election of members 
for a term of three years, the committee shall determine the 
number of members elected, as those who have received the 
greatest number of votes cast.” 
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SECTION 43: 

That the fifth paragraph of Section 43 be amended by 
deleting the words “and 39” in the second line thereof. 
This Section will then read in part: 

SECTION 43: 

“The procedure to be followed shall be the same as set 
forth in Sections 37 and 38 of the Constitution, substituting 
the words ‘District Committee’ for the word ‘Committee’, 
the words ‘the office’ for the words ‘any office’ ...” 

SECTION 230: 

That Section 230 be amended by deleting the words 
“and the dues for the preceding year.” This Section will 
then read as follows: 

SECTION 230: 

“Annual dues being payable in advance on the first day 
of January in each year, it shall be the duty of the Secretary 
of each constituent Lodge each year between the 15th of 
October and the 15th of November to send a special notice 
to all members who at that time are indebted to the Lodge 
for the then current year’s dues.” 

SECTION 240 (a): 

That Section 240, sub-section (a) be amended by the 
addition of the following: 

“provided however, that notice of an amendment re¬ 
quired to correct an obvious inaccuracy, inconsistency, or 
obsolescence of any section of this Constitution may be 
dealt with at the Annual Communication at which it is 
presented.” Section 240 (a) will then read as follows: 

SECTION 240 (a): 

“Notice of any proposed amendment to this Constitution 
shall be presented in writing to the Grand Secretary at least 
sixty days prior to the commencement of the next Annual 
Communication, at which it shall be presented as a Notice 
of Motion, to be dealt with not earlier than the Annual 
Communication to be held in the year next following. Pro¬ 
vided however, that notice of an amendment required to 
correct an obvious inaccuracy, inconsistency or obsolescence 
of any section of this Constitution, may be dealt with at the 
Annual Communication at which it is presented.” 
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SECTION 124: 

That the first paragraph of Section 124 be amended by 
the addition of the words “provided however, that if the 
by-laws of the Lodge shall so provide, such election may be 
held in April each year.” This section will then read as 
follows: 

SECTION 124: 

“The Master, Wardens, Treasurer and Secretary of a 
Lodge shall be elected annually by ballot at the regular 
meeting in November, provided however, that if the by-laws 
of the Lodge so provide, such election may be held in April 
each year.” 

SECTION 124: 

That the second paragraph of Section 124 be amended 
by the deletion of the words “and 39, paragraphs (1), (2) 
and (3).” This paragraph will then read as follows: 

SECTION 124: 

“The procedure provided by Section 37 of this Consti¬ 
tution to ascertain the members elected as Grand Lodge 
Officers, may be used if deemed appropriate by the Master.” 

SECTION 125: 

That the first sentence of Section 125 be deleted and the 
following substituted therefor: 

SECTION 125: 

“The Master elected shall be installed and the Officers 
elected shall be invested in person at the next regular meeting 
of the Lodge, or alternatively at an emergent meeting in 
December called in commemoration of St. John the Evangel¬ 
ist, for those Lodges whose election was held in November.” 

SECTION 127: 

That Section 127 be amended by inserting the words 
“April or” before the word “November” where it appears 
in the second line. This section will then read as follows: 

SECTION 127: 

“If a Lodge shall have failed to elect its officers at the 
regular meeting in April or November, or if a vacancy occurs 
in the office of any elective officer., the Grand Master may 
issue a dispensation to hold an . . .”

STUDY OF DATE OF ANNUAL COMMUNICATION 

M.W. Bro. W. A. Prugh (113), made the following motion, 
which was seconded by M.W. Bro. B. Stuart Parker (4) and 
Carried, that: 

“I beg to submit for your consideration the following 
resolution: Resolved that a survey in depth be made to 
determine the date most generally acceptable to the member¬

CENTENNIAL OF GRAND LODGE OF MANITOBA, 
A.F. & A.M. — 1975 

It was moved by M.W. Bro. R. E. Emmett (121), 
seconded by M.W. Bro. H. B. Donnelly (138) and Carried, 
that: 

“The Grand Lodge of Manitoba, recognizing that we need 
a period of celebration in tribute to the brethren who 
accepted the responsibility of forming our Grand Lodge of 
Freemasons, therefor; in furtherance of such objective, be it 
resolved that the Most Worshipful Grand Master do appoint 
a special Centenary Committee consisting of seven members, 
with power to add to their number, whose duty shall be to 
formulate a tentative programme of celebration to com¬ 
memorate the first regular meeting of this Grand Lodge, 
which meeting was held on the 12th day of May, 1875; and 
further, that progress reports shall be submitted by the 
Centenary Committee at the intervening Annual Com¬ 
munications of Grand Lodge, the final submission to be 
ready not later than the Communication to be held in 1974.” 

The Grand Secretary, M.W. Bro. T. C. Jackson (3), then 
reminded the brethren about the banquet at 6.00 p.m. that 
evening, and reminded the Grand Lodge Officers to bring 
their regalia to be handed to their successors after Instal¬ 
lation, after which, the Grand Master, M.W. Bro. J. M. 
Lyons (143), declared the session adjourned, at 3.15 p.m. 
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BANQUET 

Under the auspices of the Past Masters’ Association of 
Manitoba, the brethren from the area outside Greater 
Winnipeg were entertained as guests of the brethren in 
Greater Winnipeg. 

Presiding at the dinner was R.W. Bro. E. I. Silverberg (1), 
President of the Association. W. Bro. W. J. Morley (93) 
introduced the speaker, W. Bro. the Honorable Douglas L. 
Campbell: 

Mr. Chairman, distinguished guests and brethren, I have 
the honor this evening of introducing our guest speaker; a 
man, I feel needs little introduction to the people of Mani¬ 
toba. W. Bro. the Hon. Douglas L. Campbell has devoted 
forty-seven years of his life to this Province and its people. 
He is a complete Manitoban, receiving his early education 
in Portage la Prairie and High Bluff, took his second year of 
Arts course at Brandon College, now known as the University 
of Brandon, before returning to his father’s farm at Flee 
Island, fifteen miles north-east of Portage la Prairie. 

W. Bro. Campbell was first elected to the Manitoba 
Legislature in 1922, at the age of 27 and at that time he was 
the youngest ever to be elected in Manitoba. He was 
elected by acclamation the last five terms. He held many 
ministerial positions and became Premier in 1948 and held 
this high position for ten years, resigning as premier in 1958. 

Some of the programmes introduced by W. Bro. Campbell 
marked him as a man of principle who always put the welfare 
of the people of this Province before anything else. I have 
very briefly covered his political life as I am sure he feels 
personally that his greatest contribution to Manitoba were 
three sons and four daughters, all of whom he is very proud. 
They in turn contributed twenty-four grandchildren, thirteen 
of these grandchildren and their parents are living in Mani¬ 
toba at the present time. W T . Bro. Campbell’s Masonic life 
began in Assiniboine Lodge No. 7 when he was initiated 
November 19, 1917, and was Worshipful Master in 1922, a 
big year. His first year in the Legislature and as Master 
of a Lodge. He became a Life Member of Assiniboine Lodge 
November 21, 1966; received his Fifty Year medal, Novem¬ 
ber 21, 1967, and became an Honorary Member of St. John’s 
Lodge No. 4, February 1, 1967. I have another little note 
here I think should be mentioned, that when W. Bro. 
Campbell retired from political life completely, a large 
gathering of a thousand people or more attended the Exhibi- 
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tion Grounds at Portage la Prairie and did him honor. 
Lieut.-Governor R. S. Bowles, Premier E. Schreyer and 
former Manitoba Premier Walter Weir were present at this 
gathering. I understand that W. Bro. Campbell spent most 
of this time at the entrance to the grounds, greeting the 
people who came to meet him. He was still a Manitoban. 
And with these few words, I would like to give you W. Bro. 
the Hon. Douglas Campbell. 


ADDRESS 

W. BRO. THE HON. DOUGLAS L. CAMPBELL 

R.W. Bro. Chairman, Most Worshipful the Grand 
Master, distinguished guests and brethren. I should like 
first of all to thank W. Bro. Morley for his kind introduction, 
all too generous but showing the true Masonic spirit in that 
he was very careful to omit some things that would have 
made a little difference in that story. I am glad he mentioned 
that gathering at Portage la Prairie because I think it is a 
bit of a highlight that so many people were so glad to see 
me out of office that they turned out in those numbers. The 
feeling of relief was so very evident there and you know the 
reason that I was standing there shaking hands with all the 
people, was that I had forgotten I wasn’t running again! 

R.W. Bro. Chairman, my first, word must be to voice a 
most sincere vote of thanks to the Past Masters’ Association 
of Manitoba for doing me this great honor of allowing me to 
speak to this distinguished gathering this evening. I assure 
you that I hesitated for some time about accepting that 
honor, not that I was unmindful of the fact that it was an 
honor, not by any means, but rather because I was very 
mindful of the fact that there are in the meeting tonight 
many brethren, who because of the incomparably greater 
service they have rendered to the Masonic fraternity than 
any small contribution I have made, are much, much more 
deserving than I of that honor; and who also, would have 
brought a more challenging and appropriate message to this 
gathering than I am likely to do. However, the honor was 
too great to decline and in addition I became convinced that 
to quite an extent, it was a recognition to the two fine Lodges 
to which I belong, Assiniboine No. 7 and St. John’s No. 4, 
and probably it was also at least recognition of partial 
absolution by the Craft for my years of inadequate service 
to Freemasonry while I toiled in other vineyards. If I 
might speak a word in my own defence, Bro. Chairman, I 
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feel I could produce credible witnesses from the first of those 
Lodges who would be prepared to affirm that until I was 
translated to that other field of endeavor, my Masonic 
service was reasonably acceptable and I think both Lodges 
would produce witnesses who would be prepared to say that 
since I have reformed, I have been trying diligently to make 
up for lost time. 

Now Bro. Chairman, this completes my catalogue of 
excuses and confessions. I recognize that they aren’t any¬ 
thing like as adequate as Nora’s confession was when she 
went before Father O’Flanigan. Nora said, “Father, I am 
afraid I have something pretty bad to confess today.” 
Father said, “What is it, Nora.” Nora said, “Timmy 
Maguire kissed me.” And he said, “Timmy kissed you did 
he? Did he kiss you more than once?” And Nora said, 
“Yes, I am afraid he did, Father.” And Father said, “Now 
young lady, see here, you just speak up and tell me how 
many times did you make that nice little Timmy Maguire 
kiss you!” And Nora said, “Father, I came to confess, not 
to boast.” 

Well, brethren, if I were going to boast tonight, the one 
boast that I would be inclined to make, would be that through 
those years when I was working in another field, I didn’t 
lose my Masonic connection, I didn’t forget its precepts, and 
I was sustained and encouraged by members of the Craft 
throughout the whole of this Grand Jurisdiction. And for 
that I am eternally grateful. And I couldn’t help but 
acknowledge the debt that I owe to the institution of Free¬ 
masonry and the many, many hundreds of its craftsmen 
who have helped me just as the institution, and those same 
craftsmen have helped so many people in so many walks of 
life in Manitoba and other parts. Indeed, If I did even 
attempt to acknowledge the debt that I owe to Freemasonry, 
not of course that it took any position in the field in which 
I was engaged at that time, because Freemasonry quite 
properly takes no part in partisan political activity, but on 
the other hand, it has given to so many men of whom I am 
only one, such a basic training on matters of procedure and 
on matters of ethics and on matters of getting along with 
people, that its tutelage is simply excellent. 

If I were to attempt to express in words the debt I owe 
to Freemasonry, I would feel like borrowing, indeed I would 
borrow the words of that great Canadian orator, Thomas 
D’Arcy McGee, when he spoke of the debt of gratitude he 
owed to Shakespeare. I adopt his words as my own. This 
is what he said, “I come as a debtor to acknowledge his 
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accounts to his Creator, as a pupil to render tribute to his 
master, as a poor relation to celebrate the birthday of the 
head of his house, as a good citizen to confess his indebted¬ 
ness to a great public benefactor, as an heir at law to repay 
in ever so imperfect a measure, his obligation to a wealthy 
testator who has left him riches which he could never hope 
to acquire by his own labor or exertions.” That is the spirit 
in which I speak of what Freemasonry has done to me. 

Bro. Chairman, the mission that I am supposed to accom¬ 
plish this evening is to try in a very brief address, to bring 
before you, to remind you, of some of the highlights as I see 
them of the history of the Province of Manitoba, so that we 
in this centennial year, may briefly review and reflect upon 
the tradition, the heritage that we enjoy, and then more 
important that we can, because of doing that, firmly resolve 
ourselves, that we are going to do our full part to see to it 
that the future is even greater than the past. It is that same 
Shakespeare that Thomas D’Arcy McGee was talking about, 
who said, “The past is prologue, what’s to come is yours and 
my discharge.” 

It is interesting and it is rewarding to think about our 
history. It is interesting to talk about what has happened. 
It is very, very rewarding as a guide to the future, to con¬ 
template what has happened before. That is interesting. 
But the great thing of all, and the great thing that faces up 
in our Centennial Year, of course, is that we use the history 
of the past in order to project ourselves into the future with 
better plans and better programmes, and better intentions 
and better participation, than we ever had before. 

Well now, of course, all of us know that the history of 
Manitoba began a long time before this Province became a 
part of Canada. Various explorers and fur traders and 
voyageurs and even settlers, had been here for a period of 
hundreds of years before we became a Province. In addition 
too, the native population were here before that time. Now, 
why did these people come? What did they seek? And 
what did they find here? One of the historians has said, 
“When a land is ripe for occupation, nature beckons with a 
finger dipped in gold.” I am inclined to doubt the uni¬ 
versality of that statement. Unless it were that we defined 
‘gold’ in much broader terms than the traditional yellow 
metal and money of all kinds. I think that the original 
settlers on this continent, and our great neighbor to the 
south, came here to find freedom and opportunity rather 
than wealth and ease. And certainly that was the same with 
the original settlers of this part of this Province. But fact 
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remains, that it was gold, in a different form, it was gold in 
the forms of the silks and the spices and the gems of the Far 
East that the people were looking for when they came here. 
They were looking for the route to the Orient and they 
thought they could find it either to the north of this continent 
or through its body. 

There had been explorers, Frobisher and Davis had 
searched the sea coast of what later became the Province of 
Manitoba, before the year 1600. In 1610 Henry Hudson 
navigated the bay that bears his name. And as M.W. Bro. 
Emmett pointed out this morning, Capt. Thomas Button 
raised the British flag for the first time on soil that is now 
Manitoba in 1612, on the shore of the Nelson River. No 
one of these explorers were thinking of occupation at that 
time, true they were thinking of gold, but not of occupation. 
All of them hoped that they were just passing through here, 
because they were all interested in finding that waterway, 
north of the continent or through the continent, to Cathay. 
And to the extent that no one of them, either of them or of 
their successors, and there were many in the intervening 
years, was successful in finding that mythical north-west 
passage. Some people might say that their efforts were a 
failure, no, I think they weren’t. Because what they did, 
was find a gold of a different kind. They did lay the 
foundations of exploration of this country and a lot of the 
other, further south as well. They did establish the begin¬ 
nings of exploration and later on, occupation. They also 
led, because of the new gold they found in the form of furs, 
they led to the establishment, 300 years ago, of one of the 
great companies of then and now, The Hudson’s Bay Com¬ 
pany, to give its more popular name, rather than the high- 
sounding title under which it was incorporated, was one of 
the first in 1670 to see the promise of this new form of gold, 
and in the prosecution of their business, they too continued 
with the explorations of the country which led, in due course, 
to occupation. The rivers and the lakes were the highways 
of those days. Up them and across them came the explorers 
and the voyageurs and the ‘coureurs du bois’, and later, even 
the settlers. 

Henry Kelsey came to a part of Manitoba; The Pas, not 
so far from here, in 1690. And Kelsey, after establishing a 
headquarters there, pushed to the south and to the west, 
through bush and through the park country, and became the 
first white man to see the fabulous western prairies and the 
myriad of buffalo inhabiting them. Henry Kelsey wasn’t 
by any means unmindful of the potential of that vast land. 
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He said it very clearly but he was an explorer and a fur 
trader, not a poet, and so it was left to one of our poets from 
the United States to write a beautiful, reflective and pro¬ 
phetic poem called, “The Prairies” which has immortalized 
that part of the country. 

“These are the gardens of the desert, 

These the unshorn fields, boundless and beautiful; 

For which the speech of England has no name. 

The prairies.” 

Because it was true, we had to borrow from our French 
compatriots, a word to describe that kind of country. Well, 
Kelsey’s thrust into this part of Manitoba was paralleled 
some fifty years later by a man from France by way of 
Eastern Canada, who came by way of the other route, by 
the St. Lawrence and the great West, the Great Lakes; and 
established the fort in the Lake of the Woods area and came 
on here. LaVerendrye. 

Another great explorer, another tremendously courageous 
and able man. And LaVerendrye in time, from 1738 to 40, 
came right to this area where we are meeting tonight. It 
is mighty interesting to note, that LaVerendrye’s further 
explorations into this area, into the area of the Red River 
valley of all places and the prairies out here, was continually 
hampered by the lack of food supply. The lack of a food 
supply was the controlling motive of LaVerendrye in his 
explorations and his trading. LaVerendrye himself and his 
men were largely Easterners who had learned to depend upon 
corn for the staple articles of diet for the voyageurs, and they 
didn’t have the corn when they got here and they hadn’t 
yet learned to depend on the native diet of pemmican. 
LaVerendrye therefore found it tremendously difficult, at 
times impossible, to recruit boatmen to carry on his explora¬ 
tions into this part of the country, into this part which 
comparatively a few years later became one of the major 
bread baskets of the world, into this part of the country 
which today languishes under a tremendous surplus of food. 
One reason LaVerendrye pushed his exploration far into the 
United States was because he had heard that the Mandan 
Indians were already growing corn, and an opportunity to 
form an alliance with them to get a dependable food supply 
was one of the reasons for this further exploration. 

Occupation in the form of permanent settlement was still 
three-quarters of a century away. But come it did when 
Lord Selkirk brought his Scottish and Irish crofters through 
the Hudson Bay, up the Nelson River, across Lake Winnipeg, 
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up the Red River and settled in Point Douglas, just half a 
league from where we meet tonight. The history of that 
settlement is well known. The hardships they encountered 
were enough to have daunted any people in the world and 
at times they looked almost insuperable. But they persisted. 
They finally overcame all obstacles and completed a settle¬ 
ment and engaged in agriculture and thereby proved they 
had found the gold at last. They found it in Manitoba. 
The most abundant gold of all lay in the top six inches of 
our fertile soil. They not only began and prosecuted agri¬ 
culture but settlements reached out from there as well, to 
St. Boniface, to White Horse Plains, to Selkirk, to Portage la 
Prairie and other areas. They laid the foundations of the 
other industries as well, on which we depend so greatly today. 

Another United States poet was the one who caught some¬ 
thing of the atmosphere and the romance of those times 
when he wrote “The Red River Voyageur”: 

Out and in the river is winding 
The length of its long red chain, 

Through belts of dusky pine lands 
And dusty leagues of plain. 

Only at times a smoke wreath 
With drifting cloud rack joins 
The smoke of the hunting lodges of the wild 
Assiniboines. 

Is it the clang of the wild geese, 

Is it the Indians’ yell 

That lends to the voice of the North Wind 
The tones of a far off bell. 

The voyageur smiles as he listens to the sound that 
grows apace, 

Well he knows the vespers ringing are the bells of 
St. Boniface. 

The bells of the Roman mission, that clang from their 
turrets twain, 

To the boatman on the river, 

To the hunter on the plain. 

Brethren, in the interest of time, I am leaving that portion 
of the history there, with the Red River settlers having 
completed their occupation of this Province, with permanent 
settlement, and I realize that leaving it there we are leaving 
out the hundred years that we are celebrating as the Cen¬ 
tennial now, but I think the history since then is better 
known and it has often been told by much better historians 
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than I. I wish to be even more concise in the two or three 
further things that I mention, even more in capsule form, 
those three things are these. 

The “homestead policy,” the “coming of the all Canada 
railway” and the “Masonic Order.” 

The homestead policy was established by the Federal 
Government in 1871. In my opinion it was the greatest 
land settlement scheme and immigration magnet that ever 
was attempted any place any time. It is true that there 
were some thousands of people in Manitoba by that time, 
and it is true that there had even been some settlement ever 
since the days of Selkirk’s resolute pioneers, but this new 
programme, with the promise of 160 acres of land for $10.00. 
It was a veritable bonanza to the land hungry people from 
eastern Canada, from the United States and from across the 
seas. It really was an immigration magnet and a land 
settlement scheme. It, combined with the beginning so far 
as this Province was concerned, of the transcontinental, fully 
Canadian Railway were, I think, the two greatest forces in 
the development of this part of the country and the prairies. 

The history of Masonry in Manitoba is better known too. 
I think it is probable there were some members of the Craft 
here almost from the time Thomas Button raised the British 
flag on the shores of the Nelson River. There must have 
been, because some of us have seen (and any time you get 
the opportunity be sure to see it), at Fort Prince of Wales, 
at Churchill which was built in the early 18th Century, the 
Masonic marks on the stones there in that old Fort. Now 
it is probably true, in fact it is likely, that those were made 
by Operative Masons. They were undoubtedly members of 
“a” Craft. It is not certain they were members of “the” 
Craft but I think it would be feasible to assume that some 
at least of them were “speculative” Masons and if they were, 
then our fellow craftsmen too were here long before Manitoba 
became a Province. 

We are on much sounder ground historically when we 
rely on the researches of M.W. Bro. R. E. Emmett and his 
illustrious predecessor M.W. Bro. William Douglas, for our 
Masonic information and they have established individual 
cases of Master Masons being present in Manitoba as early 
as 1819 and 1859. But the authorities take the position that 
the real establishment of Freemasonry in Manitoba was in 
1864 when the Grand Lodge of Minnesota (and along with 
all the rest of the brethren of Manitoba we have been glad 
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to have their representatives with us once again), chartered 
a Lodge in Manitoba in that year. We might wonder 
whether our brethren of that day were constitutionally 
correct in applying for a charter from the State of Minnesota. 
I suppose it is open to argument whether the Grand Lodge 
of Minnesota had the authority to grant it. But those were 
the days when things were asked and given with a minimum 
of red tape and without too much concern about the consti¬ 
tutionality, and the fact is that a Lodge was established and 
this Grand Lodge celebrated the occasion appropriately a 
few years ago. 

All of you are familiar with the more recent history, and 
you particularly R.W. Bro. Silverberg, know that your home 
Lodge, Prince Rupert’s No. 1, shares its birthday with the 
Province; it having been instituted in the year 1870 and it was 
followed immediately thereafter by Lisgar No. 2 in Selkirk 
in 1871 and Ancient Landmark in 1872. I think it is 
characteristic of the initiative and the enterprise and the 
optimism of those days that these three Lodges, three mind 
you, just a couple of years later established a Grand Lodge 
of Manitoba. If that wasn’t an accomplishment then I don’t 
know what is. I don’t intend to trace the history any further 
because again it is so well known, but can anyone doubt the 
influence that Freemasonry has had on the history of 
Manitoba throughout that one hundred and six years when 
the number of Lodges has grown from one to one hundred and 
twenty and the membership to something in the neighbor¬ 
hood of 15,000. I would place it, along with the others that 
that I have mentioned as one of the major contributions to 
the welfare of the Province of Manitoba. 

Bro. Chairman, my all too sketchy history is concluded 
and I want to return for the last few moments to that point 
I mentioned a little while ago. The important thing, inter¬ 
esting as the past may be, rewarding as it is to look at the 
history which still counts, is what is to come and it is in 
yours and my discharge. I think the message already given 
to us by our Most Worshipful Grand Master and which is 
being repeated by others who have spoken of it at this Grand 
Lodge Communication, and I can only reiterate, this is a 
time for us to once again decide that we are going to play our 
full part to see that the future is even greater than the past. 
It is a pretty difficult world we look out upon today and 
there is a big job to be done by Freemasonry as well as by 
our people in general. Tension and trouble exist in many 
parts of the world. We are lucky to be living where we are, 
on this continent. Yet, on this continent, we are not free 
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from tensions and trouble. I know many people in my age 
group, generally speaking, view with shock and disappoint¬ 
ment many of the things happening in these times. Many 
of them are concerned, greatly concerned about the violence 
and law breaking that obtains in so much of our own country 
and the extent to which the youth of the land has been taking 
part. But Brethren, in spite of my grey hairs and the 
generation to which I belong, I still say, I am one that really 
believes in the youth of this land. I really believe we are 
going to see a change in the next few years. I really believe 
the small minority that is responsible for the excesses that 
you have heard so much about is indeed just a small minority. 
And I really believe that the vast majority of our youth 
suffer from the unfavorable image that is created by too 
much publicity being given to the antics of the young folks 
who go to excess. I think you will find, I think it will soon 
appear, that the successors to those very age groups now, 
and again I stress that they are a very definite minority, that 
their successors are already becoming aware that the cycle 
has already gone past its peak and there will be a reaction, 
as there usually is a reaction to excesses of any kind, and 
you will see a definite improvement in the next few years. 
Any of us who witnessed the ceremony last night, which was 
conducted in no small part by youth of this community, 
cannot help but be impressed by the fact that the heart of 
the youth is sound in total. Similarly, no one could condone 
and no one could be unconcerned about the fact that in the 
world at large and to some extent in our own land, we do 
have a great amount of interest placed on such things as 
materialism, so-called atheism, and even nihilism. Here 
again, I think that we will find that time and circumstance 
are going to work in favor of a return to more sober considera¬ 
tions for the people who presently wander in those forlorn 
fields. I think you will find that there is a re-awakening of 
the fact that this type of thinking is not getting us any place 
and is not good for the long run. Why am I so sure of this. 
Because of this. There IS no unbelief. 


Whoever plants a seed beneath the sod 
And waits to see it push away the clod, 
He trusts in God. 


Whoever sees in his winter fields of snow 
The silent harvest of the future grow, 
God’s Power must know. 
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Whoever says tomorrow, the unknown, the future, 
Trusts that Power alone, no one dare disown. 
Whoever says when clouds are in the sky 
Be patient heart, light breaketh by and by, 

Trusts the Most High. 


Whoever lies down on his couch to sleep 
Content to lock each thought in slumber deep, 
Knows God will keep. 


Whoever looks on when loved eyelids close 
And dares to live when life has only woes 
God’s comfort knows. 


There is no unbelief, 

And day by day and night, unconsciously, 
Our hearts live by that faith our lips deny. 
God knoweth why. 


While I can’t prove there is basis for my optimism, I 
hope there is. I believe there is. No one can prove it, 
but I think we will find that there is going to be a change. 
This I do know; this I am sure of. We belong to a fraternity, 
we belong to a world-wide organization where we do know 
that the principles for which we stand have stood the test 
of time. We do know that the greatest need of the world 
today, here, in Canada, in the United States, in the World, 
is for people to know one another, to understand one another, 
to believe in one another, and to get along with one another. 
This is what the world needs. And this is the basic principle 
upon which we are founded. Is it not possible for the Free¬ 
masons of this Jurisdiction, of this country, our friends in 
the great country to the south, to make in the future, an 
even greater contribution than we have to date. Can we 
not make sure, first individually, secondly by our Lodges 
and by our Grand Jurisdiction, all the way through. Not 
just for you and me, not just for Freemasonry, but for 
everybody. Can’t we dedicate ourselves now in our One 
Hundredth year. Can’t we say that the next hundred years 
are going to be much better and our influence is going to 
spread further and further as time goes on, and that the 
principles of Freemasonry are going to prevail and we are 
going to be those who are going to do our level best to see 
that they do. 
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Brethren, I think it is our greatest hope. I know it is 
our greatest challenge. 

Then let us pray, that come it may, 

As come it will for a’ that 

When sense and worth o’er all the earth 

Shall bear the gree and a’ that. 

For a’ that and a’ that 
It’s coming yet, for a’ that 
When man to man the world o’er 
Will brothers be, for a’ that. 


The Chairman, R.W. Bro. E. I. Silverberg (1), called on 
R.W. Bro. R. V. Weir to thank the guest speaker. 

R.W. BRO. R. V. WEIR (144): Brethren, we have just 
had the extreme pleasure of listening to a most delightful 
message from one of our most delightful Masons. I was 
particularly interested in your remarks, Worshipful Sir, and 
am certain the brethren were too, when you referred to your 
Masonic contribution. Your modesty is so true to your 
personal stature. Also you referred to the “basic training” 
Masonry gives to men; the ability to progress in life and get 
along congenially with our fellow man. I also was interested 
in your interpretation of “gold.” Relating it to the oppor¬ 
tunities that prevail in this country, in this great land of ours. 

I would like at this time, as a memento of this occasion 
and on behalf of the Past Masters’ Association, to present 
this small gift. I am sure that you have had many gifts of 
this type given to you during the years, but you have never 
had one from the Past Masters’ Association of Manitoba, 
and I deem it a great pleasure to make this presentation 
to you.

ADDRESS OF THE GRAND CHAPLAIN 
R.W. BRO. J. GORDON FAIRCLOUGH 

It has been my privilege and pleasure during the past 
year to visit many Lodges, District and Area Meetings, and 
as an added bonus I have had the opportunity of learning 
far more about the Craft, and the thinking of Members than 
I could ever have learned from books. In fact, I can appreci¬ 
ate more than ever the comment of The Preacher (Ecclesi- 
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astes 12.V.12) “An further, by these, my son, be admonished: 
of making of books there is no end; and much study is a 
weariness of the flesh.” 

If we really want to know how a man thinks we have to 
sojourn and labour with him. In other words, if the brethren 
really want to get something out of Masonry they have to 
be “where the action is”—in the Lodge room, WITH the 
brethren. Critics say that they are bored with the routine 
Opening and Closing of Lodge once a month. They say the 
same thing about the Church to which I belong. “You go 
through the same service week after week, we should have 
a change.” 

I only go part way with the proponents of ‘Change’. I 
have said many times, and I believe I am right. “You will 
not fill the churches by changing the words of the Lord’s 
Prayer.” We will not increase attendance appreciably by 
changing the ritual. But in addition to the ritual we have 
to be “Employed and Instructed.” THIS HAPPENS in 
the more lively Lodges, and at District and Area Meetings 
where plans have been carefully laid. 

At this Annual Communication we have changed our 
Memorial Service. As a comparative newcomer I was 
impressed by the service we had last year, but if ‘Change’ is 
going to impress the solemnity of the occasion upon our 
minds, let us try it. Whatever the form, the purpose is the 
same, to remember before God, with Thanksgiving, those 
who have lived and laboured with us IN THE FELLOW¬ 
SHIP of the Lodge. 

As St. Paul so ably said, “When that which is perfect is 
come, then that which is in part shall be done away.” We 
have not yet attained perfection but we do try. One of the 
notable means which we try is termed “Symbolism.” But 
even symbolism is sometimes inadequate to the occasion, 
and at times repulsive to the individual. John Calvin feared 
symbols and deplored the ornamenting of Temples, employ¬ 
ing organs and “toys of that sort.” BUT WE ARE PROUD 
of our “Ornamental Temple,” and went to great pains in the 
dedication of an organ, and most of us were thrilled and 
inspired by the event and the ‘Continuous Remembrance’ 
which we now enjoy. The Puritans removed the Crosses 
and destroyed the stained glass windows, and the Quakers 
gave up the Sacraments as being ‘External’. BUT THE 
SYMBOL IS NOT MERE DECORATION. Even the 
spire of a Church points up to heaven. All God’s language is 
symbolical, and the function of symbols is to direct attention 
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and awaken response too profound for literal description. 
When we speak of God as Father, it is an analogy. All our 
symbols should communicate SPIRITUAL MEANING, and 
that is the basis on which we should evaluate them. 

A handclasp communicates friendship, and our flag 
expresses patriotism, far more than words could ever do. 
The Shepherd’s Psalm speaks of God’s protective care, and 
the Water of Baptism speaks of cleansing. By our symbols 
we should truly become the Handmaid of the Great Archi¬ 
tect, but ONLY IF WE EMPLOY THOSE SYMBOLS in 
our Masonic Life. 

Many of our symbols are directly attributable to our 
reading of the Volume of the Sacred Law. But we have to 
do far more than just “Read.” Bible scholarship is a broad 
and complex field and not even professionals can know it all. 
Again, changes might come about as more is revealed. It 
was in the year 621 B.C. that the “Written” Law of Moses 
was found “IN THE TEMPLE,” and King Josiah had to 
appeal to the Prophetess Huldah, not only for interpretation, 
but for advice, saying in effect, “We did not know about this, 
so where do we stand NOW in the eyes of God?” Wisely, 
the prophetess said, “If you did not know, you can hardly 
be accountable, BUT NOW YOU DO KNOW, you must 
live accordingly.” This should surely illustrate the dif¬ 
ference between mere men and Masons, and emphasize our 
obligation as Fellows of the Craft. The world around us 
might pull the V.S.L. apart, but we have an obligation to 
“put it together again, cementing and adorning it with every 
moral virtue.” 

I spoke of the Lodge as being the “Handmaid of the Most 
High”. I would also emphasize that as Handmaids we must 
use EVERY MEANS OF GRACE. One of the most time- 
honoured Means of Grace that has been handed down to us is 
the Place where we Worship God. Many of our good and 
worthy Brethren are seeking Grace, but they do not know it 
by its religious name. Natural Grace is found in the warmth 
of love and companionship. It is found in great art or music. 
It is found in creative hobbies, or in a career. The need is 
great, and it is universal, and that is what religion is all about. 
This kind of Grace does not come with wishing. If it did 
there would be no distracted, harried, nervous people. Peace 
of Soul comes only in certain well-known and well-tried 
ways, and always at a price. THE PRICE IS HIGH, and 
far too many try bargain-prices and the whole Fellowship 
suffers, and the Member goes away empty. 
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True Peace, True Happiness is First, Last and Always a 
PERSONAL RELATIONSHIP WITH GOD. As we enter 
the Masonic Order we venture into the Unknown, without 
knowledge, without experience, and GRADUALLY the Light 
is revealed. Those with the will to learn soon discover that 
“Sideline Religion” is no religion at all. We cannot be 
neutral and still be a “Mason”. If our Masonic life is 
“tepid” we will receive “lukewarm” rewards. 

You have honored me by making me your Chaplain. As 
such I have a great and sincere desire to assist you in your 
search for God. In the Lodge as in the Church our greatest 
enemy this day is indifference, and with all humility I would 
leave this thought with you. In the reign of Pericles the 
Athenian Law was such that the Greeks understood the 
destructive power of neutrality, and said: 

“If an Insurrection began, 

Those who started it should be banished, 

Those who stopped it should be rewarded, 

BUT those who only watched, should be put to death 
as enemies of the State.” 

And in Dante’s Inferno we read of a group suspended between 
heaven and hell, in utmost torment. We ask “Who are 
these?” and the conductor replies, “Speak not of them, they 
are those who gave their lives to nothing. Now Heaven 
cannot receive them and Hell will not have them”. 

Does it come as a shock to find that “Some men are not 
good jenough for Hell” ? Yet this is the world in which we as 
Masons are striving to uphold each other, and doing it with a 
far greater measure of success than we realize, considering the 
strong forces which are against us. 

MAY GOD GO WITH YOU. Amen.

Most Worshipful Sir: 

As the year has progressed onward and now draws to a close, I have 
realized more and more that it has been an honor and a privilege to serve 
as your representative in the Fourth Masonic District. The truth has also 
become ever more evident that the person involved in doing the work is the 
one who derives the greatest benefit. I hope, however, that some of my 
efforts have been useful in continuing the history of Freemasonry. I 
undertook to serve you with some trepidation, but soon found, after 
speaking with you, Most Worshipful Sir, M.W. Bros. T. C. Jackson and 
H. B. Donnelly that help and assistance were always readily available, also 
from the brethren of my own Lodge I received the support and encourage¬ 
ment for which I shall be eternally grateful. 

The year began very pleasantly with an invitation to the Official 
Opening of the new Masonic Temple of Morden Lodge No. 13. The many 
Masons with their ladies gathered on this beautiful spring day to take part 
in a gratifying ceremony. This was an ambitious endeavor on the part of 
the brethren of Morden Lodge who are to be congratulated on both their 
friendly co-operation and self-help in the construction work, and the finished 
product. They now have a well located, comfortable, serviceable home, 
which will serve their needs for may years to come. On June 27th, I 
attended the Twenty Second annual Peace Garden Meeting where I had the 
privilege of replying to the Address of Welcome. This is an unique meeting 
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sponsored each year by Rolla Lodge No. 66 and Dunseith Lodge No. 99, 
G.R.N.D., and offers a real opportunity for the furthering of International 
Brotherhood. There should be a far better attendance of Canadian 
Masons. On July 9th, a meeting was held at Killamey attended by 
Masters, Wardens, Secretaries, Officers and all interested Masons of the 
District to discuss the condition of Freemasonry in the District and to make 
plans for the coming year. The meeting was fairly well attended and 
consisted mainly of general discussion with questions and answers, also 
short demonstrations of two parts of the Work. The interest of those 
attending indicated that this type of meeting should be held several times a 
year and would be a real benefit to the District Deputy Grand Master in 
indicating the direction of his efforts and to the Lodge Officers in solving 
their problems. The meeting revealed two things generally. First, there 
is some lack of uniformity in the work between the Lodges in our District 
and, second, a lack of communication or notification of events between the 
District Deputy Grand Master and the Lodges. Discussions and questions 
of this type can cause nothing but good. 

The District Deputy Grand Masters’ Workshop in Brandon on August 
23rd, was most helpful in providing information, ideas and suggestions, also 
in giving us guidance and reassurance that was much needed at that 
particular time of year. 

My Official Visits were planned and carried out as follows: Doric Lodge 
No. 36—September 23rd; Mound Lodge No. 118—September 25th; 
Manitou Lodge No. 30—October 1st; Crystal Lodge No. 71—October 14th; 
Morden Lodge No. 13—October 16th; Killarney Lodge No. 50—November 
18th; and Cartwright Lodge No. 150—November 19th. 

At all my Official Visits I was warmly received and welcomed with the 
respect and dignity due the representative of the Grand Master. At each 
visit I was accompanied by ten to twelve members of my own Lodge and 
also a good number of visitors from other Lodges. On each visit I was 
accompanied and supported by a suite of not less than ten Past District 
Deputy Grand Masters. These things made each visit a thrill and an 
occasion to be long remembered. At my official visits I tried to convey to 
the various Lodges information about the current activities and work of 
Grand Lodge and the Board of General Purposes. Activities and events 
within the District and within the Lodges in the District and also that if we, 
as members of the Craft, would practice and follow the basic principles of 
Freemasonry most of our present problems would automatically disappear. 

Early in the fall I invited the Senior Wardens of each of the Lodges in 
the District to meet together and discuss their situation in view of being 
installed as Masters, very shortly. The meeting was held at Pilot Mound 
and attended by all but one Senior Warden. I outlined the duties and 
responsibilities of the Master of a Lodge, presented many suggestions and 
ideas and strongly urged each Senior Warden to make his plans for the 
forthcoming year and to be ready fo his installation. The Wardens seemed 
to be very appreciative of the meeting and I think that now, although only 
part way through their year as Master, there has been beneficial results. I 
strongly recommend that this Senior Wardens’ meeting be held each year 
and could be broadened and developed into a Masters’ Association that 
could meet and visit regularly. The Junior Wardens could very well meet 
for instruction and exchange of ideas along the same line. 

The highlight of the fall was without doubt the District Meeting, held 
in Killamey on October 22nd. The afternoon proved to be too short to deal 
adequately with our programme, but with a good attendance, delicious 
banquet, fine fellowship and your inspiring message, the brethren returned 
home with a feeling of a full day well spent. 
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Two of the happiest and memorable occasions of the year were the 
evenings I had the privilege of presenting, on your behalf, and on behalf of 
all Freemasons of Manitoba, a Fifty Year Medal to W. Bro. Thomas Dewar 
Naime of Manitou Lodge No. 30, and one also to W. Bro. Phillip Austin 
Watts of Cartwright Lodge No. 150. These nostalgic evenings provided 
opportunities to remember old friends, old memories and to trace the history 
of Freemasonry and life back through the years. 

During the year I have tried to visit each of the Lodges several times 
and have tried to stimulate more inter-Lodge visitations so that all may 
derive the benefits of new friends, broader viewpoints and a better organized 
District. I have witnessed some degree work and find that as the older 
Past Masters pass on that there are fewer and fewer younger members 
learning the Work, which leads me to believe it may not be long until 
something, such as a degree team will be necessary. Some Lodges suffer 
from poor attendance and feel that the lack of candidates is the root of their 
problem. There is some talk of amalgamation. I feel a greater concentra¬ 
tion on their work and increased activity would be a better and simpler 
solution. I believe the District Deputy Grand Master can do much to 
stimulate individual Lodges, but a one year term is too short a time to 
instigate and carry out any sort of programme, so some future consideration 
might be given to extending the term to two or three years. I suggest that 
the District Deputy Grand Master Elect should accompany the District 
Deputy Grand Master on his visits, particularly on his Official Visits and 
get a beforehand acquaintance with the Lodges in the District and their 
personnel and thereby establish continuity that would benefit both himself 
and the Lodges. 

While the year is now drawing to a close, we still look forward to 
several activities. After a lapse of several years, the Fourth Masonic 
District has planned a District Church Service to be held in the Killamey 
United Church on April 19th. Following the Manitoba Centennial Theme 
we are asking the District for an attendance of One Hundred Members for 
One Hundred Years. The Lodges are showing enthusiasm so we have high 
hopes this objective will be met. We also look forward to the Area Meeting 
in Manitou on April 30th. This is a most important meeting for I feel more 
education and instruction are needed. Our final activity will be a second 
District Meeting to be held in conjunction with the Grand Lodge Communi¬ 
cation in June. Our District voted unanimously to continue this meeting 
which we hope will be a continuation of the discussions from last fall. 

This year has brought many treasures, but none that I shall cherish more 
than my appointment as the Grand Representative of the Grand Lodge of 
Queensland near the Grand Lodge of Manitoba. It was a signal honor for 
me to accept the appointment and hope that in part, at least, I can live up 
to what you have a right to expect of me. 

This, Most Worshipful Sir, completes the report of my duties as your 
representative for the year 1969-1970. For me it has been a year filled with 
rewards of fellowship and associations which far outweigh any labor 
involved. Let me again express my gratitude to you for my appointment, 
to the District for their warmth of friendship and hospitality and to my own 
Lodge for their faithful support and encouragement. My grateful appreci¬ 
ation go also to W. Bro. E. J. (Woody) Spearman for his help as District 
Chaplain, and to R.W. Bro. H. C. Bate who contributed so much time, 
assistance and guidance as District Secretary, and a very special thank you 
to R.W. Bro. J. C. Bate who so generously shared his Masonic experience 
and knowledge to make this a year of fruition.

4. Make all brethren, members and visitors, feel they are welcome and 
have achieved something in coming to Lodge. 

5. Contact, personally, habitual absentees to encourage attendance. 
Having done this, maintain their interests and make coming to 
Lodge worth while. 

6. Encourage all members in active participation in Lodge affairs. 
Do not allow Lodges and Lodge business to become the responsi¬ 
bility of officers and Past Masters only. It should be made known 
that it is the right and privilege of every Freemason to take an 
active part in all Masonic affairs. 

7. Do not be afraid to tell the uninformed, without argument, what 
Freemasonry stands for. There is nothing secret about our precepts 
and teachings, be proud to be a Mason and lift up the image of 
Freemasonry to its former and rightful place in society. 

8. If appointed to a committee or duty, perform to the best of your 
ability remembering that in choosing you, this tells you that you are 
better able to do that duty than anyone else or you wouldn’t have 
been appointed.

He married Gertrude Tremaine of the Hamiota district in July, 1943. 
They have two children, a daughter, Mrs. Linda Terra, R.N., whose 
husband is a Captain in the Italian Navy, and who have a baby son; and a 
son, Leslie who farms with his father in the summer. He also has his 
diploma in Agriculture and teaches in Agricultural Schools during the 
winter months. He and his wife live in Hamiota. Father and son manage 
a farm of over 1000 acres, of which more than 700 acres are cultivated, 
raising grain, oil seeds, hay and feed cattle. 

As a boy and a young man, our Grand Master was active in sports, 
playing baseball, hockey, and while at University, taking part in basketball, 
boxing and curling. In later life, curling and hunting have been his main 
recreations, though an actively busy life leaves practically no time for these 
now. 


From his boyhood years M.W. Bro. Rankin has devoted much time to 
community affairs. First in Young People’s work with his Church at the 
local Presbytery and Provincial level. He was a member of the 4H Seed 
Club for some time, and was leader of the 4H Calf Club for 19 years. For a 
few years he was employed by the Manitoba Department of Agriculture as a 
part-time Poultry Inspector. 

Our Grand Master has contributed most valuable service to community 
organizations. He has been a long-time member of the Governing Board of 
Hamiota Hospital and presently is Board Chairman. For over twenty 
years he was Chairman of the Board of Stewards of Oakner United Church 
and is now an Elder and Representative on the Executive Council of the 
Oakner-Hamiota charge. For some years he has been a member of the 
Board of Virden Health Unit and acted as Chairman 1963-70. He has 
always been interested in public education, serving over a period of years as 
Trustee and Chairman of Oakner Consolidated School. He was a member 
of the Board of Birdtail River School Division for four years and Board 
Chairman for two years. He was a member of the Manitoba School 
Trustees Association, and was Vice-President until compelled to relinquish 
the office because of the pressure of other responsibilities. He has also 
served as a member of the Council of the Rural Municipality of Hamiota, 
and on the Board of Hamiota Agricultural Society. 

Amidst all these responsibilities he has taken a deep interest in the 
Craft. He was Raised in Hamiota Lodge No. 84 in 1950; Master in 1957; 
D.D.G.M. in 1962-63; elected Junior Grand Warden in 1967 and installed 
Grand Master in June 1970. Shortly before his election as Grand Master, 
he had the happy privilege of Raising his son Leslie in Hamiota Lodge. 

This account of the involvement of our Grand Master in public affairs 
and his dedication to the welfare of his fellowman is an indication of the 
qualities he brings to his Office. We know that our Grand Lodge will be the 
richer because of the impact of his character, his high principles, and his 
outgoing friendliness towards his brethren.
